The Rev. Dr. Moore from the Committee repoitced the follow- 
ing in regard to changes in the Constitution and Canons. 


Under the instruction’given to the Committee on Constitution and Can- 
ons at the last Council (Journal p. 65) we submit the following list of 
changes in ‘‘Constitution and Canons of the Diocese of West Virginia,’ 
affecting the revision of June, 1893. April 20th, 1898. 

Title A. Canon XI. Sec. 6. A majority of the entire number composing 
the Vestry exclusive of the Rector shall be necessary to constitute a quo- 
rum of the Vestry for the transaction of any business. The Rector shall 
not vote except as hereinbefore provided. 

Title A. Canon 10. Sec. 2. When.any Parish shall be reported as having 
fewer than twelve communicants or shall for three successive years fail to 
be represented by lay delegates in the annual Council of the Diocese, and 
shall also fail to make the special offerings required by Canon, the Bishop 
shall report the fact to the Council, which shall then proceed to vote 
whether the Parish shall cease to exist as such or not. 

Sec. 3. In case the Council shall decide that such parish shall cease to ex- 
ist, it shall become an organized mission and, if services cannot be main- 
tained, the Bishop shall have charge of its furnishings and at his discre- 
tion may use them at other poiuts needing them until services be re-es- 
tablished. 

Title B. Canon 1. Sec. 3. Mis-ions Stations within a parish may be 
formed in the same manner and with like effect as provided for the forma- 
tion of Mission Stations not in a parish; provided that the consent of the 
Rector and Vestry to such action is first obtained; provided also that if 
the Mission lapses, the property shal! revert to the control of the Vestry of 
the parish. ; 

Title A. Canon XI. See. 1, line 4. At the meeting for such election a quo- 
rum shall consist of a number equal to ten per cent. of the communicants 
in the parish or congregation; but in any case twenty (20) electors shall be 
sufficient. 

Title A. Canon XI. See. 7, line 1. It shall be the duty of the Vestry, after 
conference with the Bishop of the Diocese, to determine upon and elect a 
Rector, &c., &c. 

Title A. Canon XI. See. 9, line 4. Insert after word ‘‘Vestry” the follow- 
ing: To makn amonthly or quarterly report in writing to the Vestry. 

Title A. Canon XI. Sec. 8. If a vacancy shall arise in the rectorate of any 
parish, it shall be the duty of the Vestry promptly to report the fact to the 
Bishop of the Diocese, who may, either with or without such report, in 
case such vacancy shall continue for the space of three months, send a 
temporary supply to such parish to officiate therein, until the vacancy is 
filled by action of the Vestry. And the said Vestry shall make provision 
for the support of such supply.

The Bishop then read his Annual Address as follows: 
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ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


My cordial greetings on this first day of June to all the Brethren, Cleri- 
eal and Laity, who by long and laborious travel have made this Council pos- 
sible. The occasion here will be rendered memorable by the use of this 
beautiful and commodious building which has been the work of years, and 
in its comfort and completeness and churchly appearance is, in itself, a con- 
tinual reward to those who have with quiet energy and steady faith pushed 
the enterprise of a new church through to a successful termination, the 
Council congratulates the Parish on their equipment and, best of all since 
with the completion of the new Church the Clerical force in the field has 
been enlarged and throughout this section the aggressive work of the 
Church is being more effectually pushed.

This cordial response on the part of a large majority 
of our congregations, many of which were no stronger than the point they 
were helping, forcibly illustrates how we could continually be mutually 
helpful in a great many ways. The truth is, that to buy a lot or build a 
Rectory or Church any small Mission, involved in all difficulties of its in- 
ception, ought to be able todepend upon the sympathy and _ the practical 
support of all the Church organizations of this Diocese. The tax upon 
them would be very light. The help and encouragement to the smaller 
Churches and Missions very great. There is hardly a year passes when 
there are not at least four or five ofsuch instances of greater or less urgency 
in which help could be given that it would seem by all rules of interest and 
Brotherhood and obligation ought to be given, and which would greatly 
advance our Church work and greatly promote the common spirit of the 
Diocese.

‘also spoke before the R. R, branch of the Y. M. C. A., and in the evening 
in the Church I preached and confirmed 1.

Wednesday, 25th.—Mr. J. A. Hiatt kept a similar appointment for me at 
St. Mary’s. 

Sunday, 29th.—Trinity Church, Parkersburg; confirmed 9. I must con- 
fess to a certain hesitation when I come to sum up, in a few cold figures a 
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statement of the work to which I have given my time and best energies 
during the year. It seems such a hard way of stating the case, as if the 
machine had been set in motion and then checked at the delivery of such 
and such a tale of bricks. It seems such a material way of dealing with 
Spiritual things, or at least with that which ought to represent Spiritual 
things. So many visits, so many sermons and addresses. So many per- 
sons confirmed. What does it all amount to? Well, it may be anywhere 
along the line from a great success to a stupendous failure. I make up the 
record, and then dear friends with thankfulness to God that it has given 
me to labor another year uninterruptedly in His vineyard, and in this part 
of His vineyard, that he has given meso many opportunities of guiding and 
counselling others. I pray that His blessing may be upon all that has been 
said and done in His name, and that all of if, however, faltering and un- 
worthy it be, may be taken up and worked into His precious plan of good 
for this Church and Diocese. During the year I have paid 182 visits to 112 
places in West Virginia, and have besides on official business of various 
kinds paid 382 visits outside the State. I have held 255 services of which 42 
were at points outside of West Virginia. On the various occasions I have _ 
delivered 291 sermons and addresses. I have attended 71 publie and pri- 
vate meetings of various kinds, and on 75 occasions confirmed 308 persons, 
consecrated 1 church and ordered two Deacons Priests. 

We have had one year’s experience with our new convocations, and 
though no startling developments have taken place, yet I believe even 
this brief experience justifies the arrangement. What we need now seems 
to be the willing setting apart by the clergy of the days of convocational 
meeting as days of obligation, i. e. days to be given not in purt, but wholly 
to that work, in order that by conference and counsel, by prayer and ex- 
hortation, all may more fully realize the needs and conditions of the local 
work, and their responsibility for it. If faithfully and laboriously carried 
out, the convocational system may prove to be an important check upon 
that congregationalism which must seriously cripple the Churches’ ag- 
gressive power anywhere, and especially in a Missionary Diocese like 
West Virginia. If I cannot in an address like this say just what the clergy 
ought to do to make the convoc:tional meeting a success, I ein say what, 
by all means they ought to avoid doing lest they ensure ils failure before it 
is fairly tried. Among other things they ought to avoid cutting off the 
time of attendance by going late and coming away early, and so interfer- 
ing materially with the order of exercises which the Rector of the Parish 
has worked out and which his people have been looking forward to with 
pleasure.

This fund is so generally useful, and has played such an important part 
in the maintenance and extension of our church work in the last few years 
that I cannot but hope it will secure a more general recognition and a 
more liberal support throughout the Diocese. I must confess to a feeling of 
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disappointment every year that the result falls so far short of the possibili- 
ties. Ahout fifty individuals have contributed to this fund nearly $900, 
and this, with what come into my hands in other ways, has enabled me to 
touch a great many needs for which otherwise there would have been no 
provision whatever, but it has made my heart sick to witness great and 
pressing needs I could not supply, and to know that often along various 
lines of effort there were openings into which the church could not press for 
the lack of general support. The great advantage of the Special Fund is 
that like the reserve ofan army, itis available for any and for all emerge: - 
cies. From the prompt use of one or two dollars to supply leaflets for some 
pioneer service, or the equally ready payment of five or ten dollars to en- 
able some of the Missionary clergy to do duty they could not otherwise 
have undertaken, or the still larger payment of twenty or fifty dollars to 
make up some deficiency and tide oversome period of distress, or encourage 
the people to make some necessary repair or extension, or through the 
whole field of our effort this fund has been utilized, until as in certain cases 
where the need was urgent hundreds of dollars at a time have been appro- 
priated, as for instance to the Diocesan Missions, and also to the Hospital. 
It is simply impossible for the average churchman to keep in mind the 
various phases of our manifold work, as it appears, now in one place, and 
now in the other. In the nature of the case there can be no one who can 
understand this matter, but the Bishop, with his wide observation and par- 
ticular interest. If then, in addition to what may be paid by way of as- 
sessment, and in answer to direct appeals, from individuals, money can be 
liberally put into the Bishop’s hands, he can readily care for a great many 
vital interests that must otherwise greatly suffer. Tosome I may seem to 
press this matter too far, but [am convinced that after all they do not ap- 
preciate the facts of the case, even after all that has been said. It remains 
as something to furnish food for thought, and be a kind of directory to 
future effort that since January, 1893, a period of five and one-half years, I 
have from this fund made 347 distinct grants for almost every conceivable 
purpose connected with our Church work, aggregating $10,379.45. The aid 
thus given has been timely and helpful almost beyond calculation. [ try 
each year to bring the matter before the Diocese by an appeal issued some- 
where about the New Year. It must reach a great many people from whom 
I never hear. I hope it does not reach many who do not at least desire and 
purpose at some time to respond. This last year, Isent the appeal to all the 
vestry men and church officers (about 850 in number) thinking that HOD 
could interest so Jarge and influential a body of workmen great results 
would follow, the possibilities of the case were somewhat indicated when 
I promptly received an answer from a very active vestryman of St. 
Paul’s, Sistersville. Being a business man himself he so far saw the rea- 
sonableness of the plan and important issues depending on it that he set 
himself to work and in aday or two sent me a sum exceeding in dollars 
the number of communicants in the Parish. But no one else caught the 
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enthusiasm. On the other hand as showing how people are waiting and 
willing to be led, a lady came to me the other day and said I had ne- 
glected her during the past year in not sending to heran appeal. Though 
I had sent twenty or thirty of my appeals to the vestry of her Parish she 
had never heard of the matter. When she understood the situation she 
promptly gave me a handsome subscription. Of course this fund is of great 
assistance to me personally, as it helps me to bear the care of all the 
churches, but for the work at large it simply fills a ‘gap for which there is 
no other possible supply. 

It is made the duty of the Bishop to report to each Council the Mission 
Stations which are in good standing, and this provision is all the more im- 
portant since these Mission Stations have had representation granted to 
them. There has however no interpretation been given of the words ‘in 
good standing,” and I may fairly presume that it is left tothe Bishop’s dis- 
cretion to determine this question. I shall therefore undertake to do so 
until there be such action taken by the Council as shall relieve me of this 
responsibility; at the same time taking advantage of the opportunity to 
state the method of my procedure. During the last few months, I ad- 
dressed to each organized mission, through the minister in charge, a cireu- 
lar letter as follows: ‘‘The Diocese, encourages the organization of Missions 
in localities, where there is not strength enough to form a parish, and re- 
quires that there shall be at least twelve communicants who shull unite in 
application for such organization. It is expected that these Miissions thus or- 
ganized, and having representation in the Annual Council, shall take part in 
its deliberation, loyally abide by its action and bear their part of the general 
Diocesan burdens. It is also expected of these Missions that they shall make 
suitable provision for the salary of their minister, and for other expenses con- 
nected with muintainiug public services. It has happened more than once 
that, from various causes, Missions thus organized have declined in power 
and spirit to such an extent that they would have no ground under the 
Canon for claiming the privileges they enjoy, it becomes a very serious 
question whether they ought then to retain a position and enjoy privileges 
granted under conditions that have ceased to exist. In order to post my- 
self fully in regard to all our organized Missions I send ou. this letter ask- 
ing for information in regard to the numb r of conmmunicants now re- 
ported as ident fied with the Mission, the regular services held, the salary 
paid the minister, other expenses, and the eonfributions last reported for 
all purposes, also whether there be Church building or Rectory, and if so, 
its value. I desire als» to know whether you send delegates to the Annual 
Council and to have some statement as to the prospect for the future, and 
the reason for any decline in power or spirit, if there have been such that 
has worked the last few years. If there be hope of the Mission developing 
into a parish at an early day, please state the fact, with such remarks as 
may bear upon the situation.” 

After receiving replies from 20 of the 26 Missions reported to the last 
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council I herewith present to the Council a revised list of organized Mis- 
sions which I consider to be in good standing, and as such entitled to rep- 
resentation in the Council.

The three missions it has been deemed inexpedient to report to the Coun- 
cilat this time, as in good standing, the Wirt County Mission and St. An- 
drews, Mannington, and New Creek, Keyser. I desire it to be understood 
that their temporary failure has been owing to removals and other hinder- 
ances chiefly beyond their control. 

I suggest that the names of those stations which I have thus failed to re- 
port as being in good standing be printed in the Journal under the head ‘‘sus- 
pended.’’ And I also suggest that this whole subject of churches, whether 
parishes or missions, maintaining in any wise the condition on which they 
were organized and granted representation in the Council be considered and 
ordered. It seems to me that when any church or congregation, in union 
with the Council from a failure to sustain the services of the church, or 
from any other cause, shall, in the judgment of the Bishop, become virtu- 
ally extinct as an organization, or at least fall so far short of the condition 
of union the Canon contemplates, as to call for some action, that he should 
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report the fact to the Council with such recommendation as he may deem 
best, and that the Council should then decide as to its status for the future. 
It ought to be provided however thatsuch church may be readmitted upon 
application to the Council, accompanied by a report of its condition and 
upon such terms as shall appear to be proper. As a notable instance of 
such case, I mention Emmanuel Parish, Voleano. Twenty-five years ago it 
was a flourishing congregation, but owing to the decay of the town all the 
communicants are gone save one, I believe, and the church building has 
been presented to the mission at Kenova, and there rebuilt, and is known 
now as Grace Church; and yet, according to the letter of our law, Volcano 
is still a parish and entitled to three representatives in this Council, and its 
name appears on the lists before the church asa parish in good standing. 
To continue such names on our list tends to defeat the very object of re- 
ports, which is to give accurate information as to the state of the church. 
Last year, in consequence of certain resolutions appended to the report 
of the Diocesan Mission Committee looking to the development of our 
Missionary Stations and Churches towards self help, at the suggestions of 
the Council I appointed the Rev. Mr. Spurr, assisted by two laymen from 
each convocation as a Conmnittee to take this matter in charge. I found, 
later on as no doubt the Council anticipated, that the burden of this work 
would fall on Mr. Spurr. After he had made various visitations, and by 
his prompt and vigorous methods accomplished results which exceeded 
our expectations, I determined, on my own responsibility, to take another 
step and so appointed Mr. Spurr Arch deacon of the Diocese for the current 
year. That appointment I expect to renew for this year. Mr. Spurr’s 
labors as Archdeacon have been laborious and successful. He has been able 
more effectively than the committee could do to bring up the pledges of 
individual stationsand Churches. So that today the Diocese is in this respect 
in the best condition ever seen. Subscriptions have notin every case held 
up, but I believe that in almost every case it has been because the local 
authorities have not had the courage and discretion to follow up the work 
he inaugurated, with promptness and decision. For the coming year the 
Diocesan Committee desire to carry on the work on the basis of the pledges 
made to Mr. Spurr. Indeed it would be hard to tellhow we could ignore 
them. Todo so would not be to reflect any diseredit upon his work, but 
rather fo question the honest intent of those with whom he had dealings. 
This we are not willing to do, and so we hope that if in any of the places 
which Mr. Spurr has visited there be some check or failure in the plan he 
inaugurated, the people themselves will promptly take the matter up, and 
so that each Station and Mission or Church resolve that they will promptly 
meet their obligations. The Archdeacon’s experience confirms my own in 
making this broad generalization that in nine times out of ten our pecun- 
iary failures are from lack of administration. There is no place in the Dio- 
cese that, in this respect, has a too heavy local burden to bear, but these 
things will not take care of themselves. A few hours of prompt vigorous 
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personal work is the remedy which in most cases would prove wonderfully 
efficacious. 

You will get details in regard to our Diocesan Missionary work from the 
report of the Committee, but there are several considerations which such 
report does not bring before us, which cannot be ignored in any intelligent 
survey of the field. 

Speaking in round numbers, we may say that in addition to the $3.000 
we ourselves raise for Diocesean Missions, the Diocese receives from the 
General Board 31.000 and from the American Church Missionary Society 
also $1.000. Five years ago this latter Society began to make serious reduc- 
tions in its appropriations, but those to West Virginia were continued, 
largely I believe in recognition of my work, for the Society, in Brazil. Last 
year again I was notified by this same Society that there might be heavy 
reductions, but at the last moment, our appropriation was continued 
through the great liberality of a good Christian woman in another Diocese. 
IT am expecting this year notice of reduction. Weshall hardly be in con- 
dition to make out our final scheme of work until it is determined what 
losses we may sustain along this line. 

In addition to all this, at the May meeting of the Board of Managers of 
our General Missions in May, a resolution was introduced to the effect that 
after the year 1900, the Society no longer make appropriations for work in 
organized Dioceses. If such a resolution were to prevail it would very ser- 
iously embarrass us. Certainly these things show that it isthe part of 
wisdom to push each Station that is aided to the point of self-help just as 
far as possible, and also to develop our own Missionary Fund, so as to be- 
come, as soon as we can be, independent of outside aid. In doing this I 
shall expect the intelligent and active interest of all our people, not only 
in the annual Councils of the Church, but in the administration of their 
own local organizations. 


THE SHELTERING ARMS. 


The Sheltering Arms Hospital continues its good work. We have eared 
for about 172 patients during the past year. The work is carried on at an 
expense of about $3500 per annum of which $1.029.60 comes from our en- 
dowment. The Thanksgiving Day offerings from the Churches often sums 
up $500 or $600 and the balance is made up by personal contribution from 
those interested in the work, and especially by monthly subscriptions of 
ten cents made by the miners and collected on their pay rolls. We took 
steps at our last meeting looking to the more comfortable and economical 
heating of our group of buildings, and also discussed favorably the scheme 
of our orphanage connected with the Hospital. We are watching every 
opportunity to enlarge the scope of our work and increase its usefulness, 
but in such judicious and gradual way that there may be no additional 
burden upon the Diocese. 
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GENERAL MISSIONS. 


According to resolution of the last Council the General Board of Mis- 
sions was notified that they could depeud on aminimum of $1200 from this 
Diocese during the year. Such hasty glance as I could give to the Paroch- 
ial Reports, most of which have been in my hands buta few days con- 
vinees me that our Churches have not as yet made up the full amount of 
$1200. About 40 Churches and Stations whose aggregate contributions 
amount to a little upward of 360.000 give nearly $1000 to ou. General Mis- 
sion Board, but about 25 Churches and Stations whose aggregate contribu- 
tions amount to nearly $14,000 have so far this year given nothing. We 
have yet three months before the fiscal year closes. May I not hope that 
by that time all will fall into line. The General Board feels the pressure 
just as we all do in our local work. Their resources are in our good will 
and energy, apart from'higher considerations it isa part of good faith to 
stand by those who appointed by us are doing our work for us, and aecord- 
ing toaschedule which we have determined to be reasonable, I commend 
the general adoption of the days set apart by the General Convention as 
suitable days for offerings for Foreign and Domestic Missions. 


THE HALL. 


Each year’s experience vindicates more clearly the idea which the Hall 
at Morgantown has given expression to. We have taken our stand by the 
side of the State Educational forces and are heartily working with them for 
the religious and moral as well as for the intellectual training of our young 
people. 

It is a cause of regret to me that Rev. Mr. Sheeria, who, during these 
years of beginnings, has had the great burden to bear, will, with this ses- 
sion, sever his connection with the Institution. His wardenship has been 
marked by an intelligent appreciation of the great end in view and a faith- 
ful diligence to realize that end. By his experience he has marked out the 
way for me, and for those who come after him. We shall do well if we 
ean carry on the work in the spirit and according to the high purpose with 
which he has successfully inaugurated it. 

T have been prevented, in various ways, from entering into the discussion 
of several matters I designed to bring to your notice, but without them you 
will find enough to occupy your time. One of the most gratifying signs 
during our late councils has been the greater readiness and thoroughness 
with which the ordinary details of our business matters have been grasped 
and examined. I know these things are often tedious, but we do not come 
here primarily for pleasure; somebody must attend to these matters and if 
all will give their time and attention we shall develop a more intelligent 
and efficient interest which will make all our work the lighter. 

With this year that has just closed I complete my 20th year as Bishop of 
West Virginia. I desire to place on record my deep sense of gratitude to 
the great Head of the Church that He has granted me these years of service 
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in His vineyard; and to the members of this 21st Annual Couneil and oth- 
ers here in attendance as representing the clergy an‘ laity of the Diocese I 
desire to make my grateful acknowledgment for all the kindness and par- 
tial consideration that has marked our association during the twenty years 
in a common work. 

While I cannot literally say that my eye is altogether undimmed and my 
natural force altogether unabated yet I may hope, by God’s good hand upon 
me, still to labor with you in these pleasant places where our lines have 
fallen. In grateful memory of the way in which we have been led, and 
with unshaken faith in the future of our Church, and the work she is to do 
in hastening the coming kingdom, we thank God and take courage.

The Rev. I. A. Canfield, made application for a dispensation from the - 
knowledge of the Latin and Greek languages, but the conditions under 
which the papers were written having changed, and the reasons for a dis- 
pensation not existing when the papers reached the Committee, the appli- 
cation was not granted.

The canonical testimonial was signed recommending to the Bishop Mr. 
Edmund Jennings Lee as a candidate for Holy Orders. 

Upon the recommendation of the Bishop of the Diocese, and at his re- 
quest the Committee granted to the Rev. Wm. K. Marshall two years of 
candidateship for Holy Orders, in accordance with Canon 97I1V Title I of 
the Digest. Accordingly the canonical testimonial was signed recommend- 
ing said Rev. Win. K. Marshall for Ordination to the priesthood. 

The Committee consented to the consecration of the Rev. Chauncey B. 
Brewster, D. D., as Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Connecticut. 

Consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. Robert Atkinson Gib- 
son, D. D., as Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Virginia. 

To the consecration of the Rev. Wm. Neilson McVicker, D. D., Bishop 
Coadjutor-elect of the Diocese of Rhode Island.

and theological education; the Prayer Book Distribution Society of West 
Virginia; Foreign aud Diocesan Missions. These several offerings shall be 
made at such times as may be deemed best by the authorities and the 
amounts thereof shall be forwarded to the treasurer of each fund respec- 
tively, and be by him reported annually to the Council of the Diocese. 

At this point the Bishop retired (by request) having called 
the Rev. Dr. Moore to the chair, and the Rev. B. M. Spurr 
offered the following, which was adopted by a rising vote of the 
Council: 

We the Clerical and Lay Delegates in Westonassembled do most earnest- 
ly recommend the following preamble and resolution to the Diocesan Coun- 
cil and ask for its favorable consideration and approval: 

Recognizing the devotion and constancy of labors by our beloved Bishop 
and realizing his thorough consecration to the arduous and multiform du- 
ties of his office and fearing that the many demands on his powers of endu- 
rance may result in his physical prostration, 

Therefore be it Resolved, That we do most urgently request that our 

thief Pastor, Bishop Peterkin, do take a vacation of at least three months; 
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that with this needed rest he may come back to gladden our hearts and en- 
courage us by his cheering presence and inspiring words; and be it further 

Resolved, That we would assure our beloved Bishop, of our heart-felt 
gratitude to Almighty God for the unremitting toil and successful efforts 
of him whom we gladly recognize as our leader and faithful Shepherd of 
Souls. 


The Rev. B. M. Spurr also offered the following which was

Resolved, That the following be a committee to draw up suitable mem }- 
rial and resolutions to commemorate the twentieth year of Bishop Peter- 
kin’s Episcopate, and that this committee inform the Bishop of the resolu- 
tions and report to the Council the Bishop’s views concerning this matter.

The Bishop called the Council to order. Prayers were read 
by the Rev. Jno. 8. Gibson. 

The minutes of the previous day were read and approved. 

The Rev. Dr. Moore moved to amend the second rule of order 
by striking out the provision for appointment of committee on 
Brotherhood. Carried. 

The Secretary presented the report of the Trustees of the 
Theological Seminary and High School which was referred to 
the Committee on the Seminary. 

The Secretary presented the report of the Treasurer of the 
Diocese and the Trustee of the Episcopal and Permanent I’unds, 
which were ordered to be read, referred to the Committee on 
Finance and printed in Journal. 

The Rev. Mr. Willis moved that the Trustee of the Episcopal 
and Permanent Funds, be requested to make a supplemental re- 
port, before the adjournment of Council. Carried. 

The Rev. Dr. Moore presented the following report of the 
Diocesan Missionary Committee. The recommendations were 
taken up seriatim. The first was adopted by a rising vote. 
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The Rev. John 8S. Gibson moved to lay the second recommen- 
dation on the table. The motion was lost. Pending further 
discussion the Council took a recess until 3 P. M. 


Report of Executive Committee of Diocesan Missionary Society: 

In presenting our report of the work of this Society for the past year the 
Committee feels that first of all the Diocese is to be congratulated upon the 
successful working of the method of assessment adopted several years ago. 
Since the adoption of this plan there has been a steady increase in the 
amount of contributions to the work of the Society. During the past year 
the sum contributed to this work was larger than ever before in the history 
of the Diocese, amounting to $3,246.99. Of this sum nearly $400 came 
from sources other than the regular channel by assessment, $100 coming 
from the Bishop’s special fund and $174 from the Woiman’s Auxiliary. But 
the remainder—$2857.79—was contributed by the various parishes and Mis- 
sions assessed. This came within $79.21 of paying the entire assessment. It is 
true that certain places have fallen short of paying the entire amount of 
their assessments. The aggregate of such shortage was $306.86, but this 
was almost made up by the overpayment from anumber of places, which 
have gone beyond their quota. Your committee believesthat with a slight 
increase of system and persistence in the effort to collect this money every 
place, which has fallen short this year, can without difficulty present a 
clean sheet next. 

The expenditures for the year have been $2,813.27. Thus receipts have 
exceeded expenditures by $183.72, which with the balance from last year of 
$104.55 gives now in the Treasury the sum of $538.27. This may seem a 
somewhat large balance to carry forward, but it must be remembered that 
the next quarter’s stipends, amounting to nearly $800, will be due July Ist, 
aud that the present balance is insufficient to meet these. It must also be 
remembered that the present surplus has only been accumulated during the 
current quarter. From last July, when payment of the stipends for the 
current year began, until April, the treasury was constantly overdrawn. 
At the latter date the deficiency amounted to nearly $1,000; and it is only 
by the large remittances duriug the past two months that_matters have 
yeen brought into their present comparatively healthy condition. These 
cousiderations make it apparent that a more vigorous effort ought to be 
made to pay the sums assessed earlier in the year. If each parish and mis- 
sion would see to it that at least one fourth of the amount, which it is 
called upon to pay, was paid in each quarter, as the stipends of the mission- 
aries have to be paid, the condition, which now generally prevails—a treas- 
ury empty during three-fourths of the year aud sufficiently supplied only 
during the last quarter, if then—wou'd be in Jarge measure relieved. 

‘In distributing the funds at our disposal we have aided 22 men. Of these, 
four have now left the Diocese, but in all cases save one their places have 
been supplied. The payments have ranged all the way between $25 and

$300 each, according to the needs of the men and the ability of the several 
fields in which they worked. With the utmost aid that we can give, the 
salaries of our missionaries are very small, and out of these they are com- 
pelled to pay their travelling expenses, which often amounts to nearly $100 
perannum. Double the present income of the Society could be used to 
advantage in increasing present stipends and in developing new and press- 
ing work. The offering for Diocesan Missions ought to be exalted to a chief 
place in the year’s program. 

We have had during the year a donation for the purposes of the Society 
of $500 from Mrs. Archie Thistle, of Sistersville. This sum did not go into 
the hands of the Treasurer and is not included in the general contributions 
already mentioned, as it seemed more appropriate that it should be held as 
an investment subject to the determination of the Council. It has, there- 
fore, been so invested by the Bishop, and is held by him subject to the 
Council’s order. 

On the whole the work in the Diocese, so far as it comes under the 
supervision of the Committee, isin an encouraging condition. The Dio- 
cese is better equipped in menthan ever. Besides the Bishop there are 
now 35 clergy at work, of whom 24 are technically Missionaries. One more 
just takes charge of the work at Clarksburg, as the Council convenes. Only 
one point is for the present vacant, which includes Grafton and places as- 
sociated therewith. Several Churches are building in the Mission field 
and one, that at Hinton, destroyed by storm last summer, has been rebuilt. 
Confirmations during the year have been 308, of which — have been in the 
Mission field. The work has been greatly helped by the efforts of Arel- 
deacon Spurr, who has developed in many places visited by him a self- 
help, which has aided and encouraged the Missionaries and must, if prop- 
erly followed by local exertion ultimately benefit this Society. We believe 
that the success or failure of the financial affairs of our parishes and Mis- 
sions is largely a matter of local administration. We urge closer attention, 
greater care, the adoption of some system and an effort to work it with 
some thoroughness. 

We have referred above to the deficiency in the treasury during the 
greater part of the year. This has been met from time to time by borrow- 
ing from other funds of the Church in the hands of the Treasurer. By this 
plan the stipends of the Missionaries are paid usually with promptness, 
but the funds, so used, are curtailed of their proper increase, whieh might 
be earned by their investment from time to time. Moreover, the parishes 
themselves develop a habit of relying upon these temporary sources of 
supply and thus become more dilatory in making their collections and re- 
mittances. 

Your Committee appends certain recommendations and sugerseee 
which seem pertinent, in view of what has been said. 

We recommend:— 
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1, That a resolution of thanks to Mrs. Archie Thistle, for her generous 
gift be adopted by the Council and transmitted to her. 

2. That the Council instruct the Diocesan Missionary Committee to de- 
duct from the appropriation in aid of any parish or Mission for the coming 
year any balance, which may be due from it upon its assessment for this 
work for the past year. 

3. That another Treasurer be chosen, to whom shall be transferred the 
Permanent Fund and the Fund for the Widow’s and Orphans of deceased 
clergy and for disabled clergy. 


THURSDAY, 3 P. M. 

Upon the reassembling of the Coungil, Hymn 505 was. sung, 
The Bishop invoked the Divine blessing. 

On motion, special order of the day was suspended for fifteen 
minutes. 

The Rev. Dr. Nielson moved to amend the second recom- 
mendation of the Diocesan Missionary Committee, by adding 
these words, “Provided it shall appear that they have not taken 
the canonical offerings for this purpose.” 

On motion, the recommendation and the amendment were 
laid on the table. 

The Rev. Dr. Nielson for the Committee presented the follow- 
ing reply of the Bishop to the resolutions of Council yesterday. 

The Bishop gratefully acknowiedges the care of the Diocese for his 
health, so kindly expressed by the Committee appointed on Wednesday 
afternoon, without going into details which he has not yet had time to 
work out, the Bishop accedes to the request of the Council and will so far 
moderate his work and withdraw appointments during the summer 
months as to secure the rest recommended.

and ee some method by which the funds” of the Diocese “thatshould _ 
be invested, may. be so invested as to relieve the persons now holding the 
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same from personal responsibility and that the same may be done bya 
Board or Trust Company,” beg leave to report: 

We understand that the Council, in adopting the resolution under which 
the committee was appointed, had in its mind the incorporation of the 
eustodians of these several funds, if the same might be done consistently 
with the constitution and laws of the State of West Virginia and with the 
best interests of the Diocese and believing, ourselves, that the end in view 
can be best attained by such an arrangement, we have considered the ques- 
tion, especially, with reference to the limitations created by the constitu- 
tion and the general corporation law of the State. 

The only provixion of the Constitution bearing upon the subject, which 
we deem it important to consider, is found in Section 47 of Art. VI of that 
instrument and is distinctly prohibitory, as far as if gos, to-wit: ‘‘No 
charter of incorporation shall be granted to any Chureh or religious de- 


nomination.”’ That this provision has not been construed by the Legisla-— 


ture to prohibit the incorporation of ali as-ociations for religious purposes 


-isapparent. The general law, providing for the incorporation of joint 


stock companies (Code Ch. 34 See. 2) provides in sub-section IV, that such 
eempanies may be formed for the purpose, infer alia, of “promoting re- 
ligion, morality” &c.,and, in Sub-section VI, ‘‘for Benevolent Associa- 
tions, societies, orders” &<., and Sec. 3 of the same chapter contains the 
proviso, “But this chapter shall not be construed to authorize the incor- 
poration of any Church or religious denomination,” adopting thelanguage 


of the constitution on thatsubject. Another chapter (55) of the Code pro- - 


vides for the incorporation of associations other than joint. stock com- 
panies Section 1 declaring that “‘corporations (other than joint stock com- 
panies) may be formed under this chapter, for benevolent associations, so- 
cieties and orders,” citing, among others, cemetery companies, orphan, 
and other, asylums, hospitals, lodges of Masons, Odd Fellows, Sons of 
Temperance, Law and Library Associations,” and “all other associations, 
societies and orders of like character.” 

Corporations of the character last above referred to are formed by any 


- number of persons, not less than five, signing and acknowledging an 


agreement in writing, giving the name of the proposed corporation and the 
purpose for which it is organized, the maximum value of the property, 
real and personal, which it is desired it may hoid and the like. Thisagree- 
ment is to be filed in the Clerk’s office of the County Court in the county in 
which the business or purpose of the corporation isto be carried ou or 
pursued, to be there recorded. Thereupon, the clerk is required to issue to 


_ the corporators a certificate of incorporation, stating, distinctly, the names 


of the eorporators and the name and purpose of the corporation and, there- 
upon, the persons named in the certificate, and their successors, become a 
corporation by the name and for the purposes declared therein. It is be- 
lieved the provisions of the section of the law abeve cited are broad enough 
to cover the case of an association such as we are considering and it is im- 


ii 
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portant these provisions should be carefully noted, in view of the fact that 
no company can be incorporated in West Virginia, except under the gen- 
eral law, in one of the modes prescribed and the Legislature has no power 
or authority to grant a special charter. Weare of the opinion that the in- 
corporation of a Board of Trustees to care for and administer, through an 
executive committee and its treasurer, or directly, tbe funds referred to, 
for the benefit of the Diocese and to advance the cause of religion would 
not be inconsistent with the constitutional provision cited; would not be 
by indirection, the ine orporation of ‘a Church or religious denomination.’? - 

This question, substantially, was involved in a case which was before the 
Supreme Court of Appeals of this-‘State, of Wilson v. Perry (29 W. Va. 169) 
decided November 20, 1886. The constitution of Virginia contains, Art. V 
See. 17, the following provision: ‘‘The General Assembly shall not grant 
a charter of incorporation to any church or religious denomination.” The 
General Assembly of that State, on March 8, 1873, granted a charter of in- 
corporation to the ‘‘ Trustees of the Preshyterian Cominittee of Publication,” 
an agency of the Presbyterian Church in Virginia, whose object and pur- 
pose, as defined in its charter, is “the dissemination of religious truth by 
means of the printing and circulation of books, tracts, papers, ecards, &e., 
with power to acquire, receive, hold invest, &c., &c.,’’ as to the trustees 
may seem most conducive to the interests and promotion of the Presby- 
terian Committee of Publication, all lands, money,” &e., &c., ‘‘which may 
have been or may be given or otherwise acquired for the use of said com- 
mittee.’”’ In determining the validity of a bequest to said Trustees, by a 
West Virginia testator, the Court held that ‘neither the Act of inecorpor- 
ation nor the object and purpose of the corporation thereby created were 
hostile to the public policy of Virginia, nor are the same in any degree, 
hostile to the public policy of this State.’ ‘That the incorporation of the 
Presbyterian Committee of Publication, under the name of the ‘Trustees of 
the Presbyterian Committee of Publication,’ is not the incorporation of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States nor of any religious denomina- 
tion.” 

The case of the P. E. Education Society in Virginia is, we think, in 
point. This society was incorporated by the General Assembly of Virginia 
in 1875, the declared object, as defined in its charter, being ‘‘the education, 
or aiding in the education of such young men as, in the judgment of the 
trustees * * * shall seem expedient.’’ Nothing in the charter, except its 
title, it is true indicates the religious character of the society or its connection 
with a church, but in the case of the P. E. Education Society v. Church- 
man, &c., decided in September, 1885, (80 Va. 718) the Court of Appeals of 
Virginia decided that a bequest to the Trustees of the P. E. Education 
Society in Virginia, in trust to be used exclusively for the education of 
poor young men for the Episcopal ministry, was not void upon the ground 
(among others alleged) that the trusts created are religious in their charac- 
ter; That, as exhibited by the legislation of Virginia, there had never been 
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any hostility in Virginia to bequests for religious uses and that that court 
had never decided that bequests for religious uses were void, for that reason 
alone. [n point of fact, most of the decisions, in both States, refusing 
to sustain bequests of money or property for religious uses have rested 
upon the conclusion that the trusts created have been too vague and un- 
certain to be upheld under the law. . 

Both the legislative intent and the mind of the Court seem to construe 
strictly the constitutional prohibition against the incorporation of a 
“Church or religious denomination,” the object and purpose ot which was 
to prevent the accumulation of great property by churches and religious 
bodies and the, possibly, improper use of the influence which always ac- 
companies the possession of great wealth. 

In conclusion, we are of the opinion that no obstacle to the incorporation 
of the trustees of the Diocesan funds is to be found in the constitution and 
laws of West Virginia, and, if in the opinion of the Council, it is desirable 
upon other grounds, we recommend that application, in due form as pro- 
vided by the statute, be made to the Clerk of the County Court of Wood 
County (the county containing the Episcopal residence and the county 
where the business of the corporation would be, mainly, transacted) for a 
certificate of incorporation to be issued to such persons (not less than five) 
as the Council may appoint and that the names of the trustees now 
having charge of said funds be included in the list of corporators. The 
corporation thus created may adopt such by-laws, not in conflict with the 
laws of this State or of the United States, as it may deem proper, for its 
government and for the effectual carrying out the purposes of its organiza- 
tion, such as the qualification of its members, filling vacancies, appoint- 
ment and qualification of its officers and the like. 

By way of practical suggestion we venture to submit a form of agree- 
ment to be filed in applying for the proposed certificate of incorporation, 
which may aid the Council or its committee in carrying out its purpose, 
should it be determined to incorporate the trustees of these funds, to-wit; 
The undersigned agree to become a corporation by the name of the Trustees 
of The Episcopal Funds and the Chureh Charities in the Diocese of West 
Virginia, for the purpose of preserving, maintaining and administering 
such mouies and other property as have been, or may be, raised or contrib- 
uted for the support of the Bishop and of the Missionary Clergy of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the (State or Diocese) of West Virginia and 
for the assistance of disabled clergymen and of the widows and orphans of 
deceased clergymen of said Church and for such other uses, charitable or 
religious, in connection with the work of said Church, as may be presecribid 
by the donors or by the Council of the said Church (or Diocese), with 
power to acquire, receive, hold, invest, sell, convey and otherwise manage, 
for the better promoting the objects and purposes of this organization, all 
monies and other property, which may have been or which may be given 
or otherwise acquired by the said trustees, for the uses and purposes afore- 
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said, and for that purpose desire authority to purchase, hold, lease, sell and 
convey and invest in securities real and personal real estate to the value of 
-—— and personal property to the value of $}——-—-——. 

Given under our hands this ———— day of —., 189—. 

The statute fixes the limit of real estate which a corporation organized 
under Ch. 55 of the Code may hold, five acres if in an incorporated town 
and fifty acres in the country. The value of personal property is limited 
by the charter, which embodies the agreement.

ing in regard to changes in the Constitution and Canons. | 


Under the instruction given to the Committee on Constitution and Can- 
ons at the last Council (Journal p. 65) we submit the following list of 
changes in ‘Constitution and Canons of the Diocese of West Virginia,’ 
affecting the revision of June, 1893. April 20th, 1898. Title A, Canon XI. 
Sec. 6. A majority of the entire number co nposing the Vestry exclusive 
of the Rector shall be necessary to constitute a quorum of the Vestry for 
the transaction of any business. The Rector shall not vo‘e except as here- 
inbefore provid: d, - 

Tile A. Canon 10, Sec. 2, When any parish shall be reported as having 
fewer than twelve communicants or shall for three successive years fail to 
be represented by lay delegates in the annual Council of the Diocese, and 
shall also fail to make the special offerings required by Canon, the Bishop 
shall report the fact to the Council, which shall then proceed to vote 
whether the parish shall cease to exist as such or not. 

Sec. 3. In case the Council shall decide that such parish shall cease to 
exist, it shall become an organized mission and, if services cannot be main- 
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tained, the Bishop shall have charge of its furnishings and at his discretion 
may use them at other points needing them until services be re-established. 

Title B. Canon 1. Sec. 3. Missions Stations within a. parish may be formed 
in the same manner and with like effect as is provided for the forma- 
tion of Mission Stations not in a parish; provided that the consent of the 
Rector and Vestry to such action is first obtained; provided also that if the 
Mission lapses, the property shall revert to the control of the Vestry of the 
parish. 

Title A. Canon XI. See. |, line 4. At the meeting for such election a quo- 
rum shall consist of a number equal to ten per cent. of the communicants 
in the parish or congregation; but in any case twenty (20) electors shall be 
sufficient. 

Title A., Canon XI., Sec. 7, line 1. It shall be the duty of the Vestry, 
after conference with the Bishop of the Diocese, to determine upon and 
elect a Rector, &c., &e. 

Title A., Canon XI., Sec. 9, line 4. Insert after word ‘‘Vestry”’ the follow- 
ing: ‘To make a monthly or quarterly report in writing to the Vestry. 

Title A., Canon XI., Sec. 8. If a vacancy shall arise in the rectorate of 
any Parish, it shall be the duty of the Vestry promptly to report the fact 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, whomay, either withor without such report, 
in case such vacancy shall continue for the space of three months, send a 
temporary supply to such Parish to officiate therein, until the vacaney is 
filled by action of the Vestry. And the said Vestry shall make provision 
for the support of such supply. 

. We recommend that 2000 copiesof the above printed on one side be struck 
off and the sheets distributed with the Journal for insertion in the Canons.

The Rev. Dr. Moore, for the Committee, submitted the fol- 
lowing report: 
AMEND TITLE A, CANON XI, SEc. 1 (p. 17). 

Strike out the first four lines reading, ‘‘The qualified electors of each par- 
ish or congregation shall choose annually, on Kaster Monday, by ballot, 
from their own number, not less than three nor more than twelve male 
persons,”’ and insert “The qualified electors of each parish or congregation 
shall choose annually on Easter Monday, by ballot, not less than three nor 
more than twelve male persons, who shall be communicants of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. Provided, That persons now (June, 1898) members of 
vestries, who are not communicants of said church, shall be eligible for re- 
election.”’ 

Amend Title A, Canon XI., Sec. 1, by appending the following: 

Definition—The word communicant for the purposes of this Canon, is de- 
clared to mean a person who has received the rite of Confirmation, and is 
from time to time an actual partaker of the elements of the Lord’s Supper. 
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The Committee on Constitution and Canons, to which the above amend- 
ment proposed was referred, respectfully reports that we are not prepared 
at this time to make any recommendation touching this matter.

The resolutions offered by the Rev. Dr. Moore yesterday in 
reference to a Bishop Co-adjutor were called up, and the first 
was adopted, aud on his motion a committee was appointed to 
memorialize the General Convention in regard to the same.

The second resolution was also adopted. 

At this juncture the Bishop retired, having called the Rev. G. 
W. Easter to the chair. 

The Rev. Dr. Neilson, from the committee appointed the day 
before yesterday, offered the following which was adopted by a 
rising vote, ordered to be engrossed and presented to the Bishop: 
Our Beloved Bishop: 

The members of Council, impressed by the fact that you have entered 
upon the twenty-first year of your Episcopate, wish to record their pro- 
found gratitude to God that He has so long spared you to the Diocese in the 
full vigor of health and strength, and for the remarkable success which He 
has vouchsafed to your faithful labors in the development of the vast field 
committed to your charge. They congratulate you, sir, on the gracious care 
which has preserved, and guided, and blessed you in manifold ways—and 
themselves, that they have been permitted so long to enjoy the ministra- 
tions of a Chief Pastor so entirely to their own mind, who has so complete- 
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ly won their affection, who so entirely commands their respect and esteem, 
and whose example has been such an inspiration to them in their work for 
Christ and His Church. 

In the fact that the stations calling for Episcopal supervision have more 
than quadrupled during the past twenty years they find abundant proof of 
your untiring labors, as well as in the many instances of help given to the 
strugg’ing and faint-hearted, and new life and hope infused into those who 
were ready to die, and they feel assured that the last Great Day alone will 
reveal the full extent of your self-denying devotion to the flock over which 
the Holy Ghost hath made you overseer. 

We devoutly pray that you may long be spared to us in the active exer- 
cise of that paternal relationship which has been so eminently happy and 
blessed. 


The Rev. John 8. Gibson offered the following, which was 


voted upon seriatim and adopted in the three clauses. 

Resolved, That the clerical and lay Deputies, representing the Diocese of 
West Virginia in the General Convention of 1898, be, and are hereby in- 
structed to use every endeavor by speech, vote and work to prevent the 
final adoption in said convention of the proposed change of title of the 
Constitution and Canons so far, at least as concerns the words “Of that 
.portion of the Catholic Church Known in Law as the Protestant Episcopal 
Church.’”’? And further, to prevent the adoption of the Canons requiring 
every Minister to say, daily, the Morning and Evening Prayer, either pub- 
licly or privately, and forbidding the remarriage of the innocent party ina 
case of divorce granted on the ground of adultery. 


The Rev. John 8. Gibson from the Committee on the Theolo- 
gical Seminary and Iligh School oftered the following report, 
which was ordered to be communicated to the Trustees by the 
Secretary. 


The Special Committee to which was referred the report of the Board of 
Trustees of the Theological Seminary and High Schools, and which was 
continued by the last Council to report to the present Council concernmg 
the rights of this Diocese inthe property and administration of said Semi- 
nary and High School respectfully report: 

It is the opinion of your Committee that the Diocese of West Virginia, 
participates equally with the Dioceses of Virginia and Southern Virginia 
in such rights of control and possession of said institutions as belonged to 
Virginia prior to setting off the Diocese of West Virginia. In this connec- 
tion your committee desire to express to the present Trustees their confi- 
dence in the singleness of their purpose and the wisdom of their adminis- 
tration, and say to them, (1) That the Diocese of West Virginia does not 
desire the Board of Trustees shall change the rules for filling vacancies by 
nomination to the Alumni. (2) That the Seminary is Virginian ana we 
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do not desire the membership of the Board to be broadened so as to in- 
clude persons residing beyond the limit of the three Virginia Dioceses. 
(3) That if it should be thought wise to give the Faculty representation 
upon the Board such representation ought to be confined to the Dean.

For the Lay Delegates the Bishop appointed the Rev. L. W.. 
Doggett, Mr. C. L. Thompson and Mr. J. D. Lucadoe tellers. 

Pending the count of ballots, Mr. Trapnell asked that the 
Rev. Jas. N. Deaver be permitted to give an account of his col- 
ored work at Charles Town, which was granted. 

The tellers reported the whole number of votes cast for Cleri- 
eal Deputies to be 52, of which the following received a majori- 
ity:

The Bishop declared them duly elected and ordered another 
ballot for the remaining Clerical Deputies.

The Rev. Dr. Moore, upon request, was permitted to postpone 
further report upon amendments to Canons until next Council. 

The tellers for Clerical Deputies reported no election: A third 
ballot was ordered. 
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The tellers for Lay Deputies reported the whole number of 
votes cast 54, of which the following received a majority:

The Bishop declared them duly elécted. 


The same tellers were appointed for Alternate Lay Deputies 
and the ballot collected.

The hour for recess having arrived, on motion the Council 
continued in session. 


The Rev. James Sheerin, Warden of the Episcopal Hall, by 
request, made a very interesting address to the Council and 
asked that his report as Warden be printed in the Journal. 

The tellers for alternate Lay Deputies reported “again, whole 
number of votes cast 38, of which, Gen’l. W. P. Craighill — re- 
ceived a majority. 

The Bishop declared him duly clected and ordered another 
ballot. 

On motion the Council took a recess until 3 P. M. 


The Bishop called the Council to order, 38 Pp. mM. Hymn 535 
was sung. Invocation by the Bishop. 

The Rev. Henry Thomas nominated the Rev. C. C. Pearson 
for Deputy to the General Convention. » 


The Rev. N. F. Marshall nominated the Rev. Jno. 8S. Gibson. 


The Rev. Dr. Moore moved to reconsider the resolution 
offered yesterday morning in regard to memorializing the Gen- 
eral Convention as to Bishop Coadjutor. Carried. He then 
moved to add these words, “or of the Bishops and Standing 
Committees of the Church.” Carried. The resolution as amen- 
ded was then adopted. 


The Rev. W. H. Burkhardt, presented the following report 
of the Committee on Sunday Schools. 
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To the Bishop and Brothers of the Council of the Diocese. 

The Committee on Sunday Schools asks permission to submit the follow- 
ing report: 

For some years it has been the custom to send during the advent season, 
boxes to the various Sunday Schools to be used for an offering for Diocesan 
Missions. The object was, twofold to augment the needy Treasury of the 
Diocese, and to educate and train in ways of giving, and through our own 
special channels, those who, ina few years shall take our places in the 
general work of the Church. 


The amount of these offerings has varied from year to year. For example. - 

1893—$169; 1894—#160; 1895 —$1475; 1896—$535; 1897—$392. Round num- 
bers. 

These results were accomplished without any direct or special effort on 
the part of the Sunday School Comniitte. 


The Bishop always making an appeal through the columns of the 
Church News. 

During the present year a special effort was proposed for the Sunday 
School Committee. Return postals were sent to clergy asking how many 
boxes vould be used. This was done to save the extra expense of sending 
boxes that were not wanted and would not be used. 


A special personal letter was sent to the children, asking their personal 
co-operation. Several appeals were sent out through the Church News and 
many personal letters written to Rectors and Superintendents. The mark 
set was $800.00 for Diocesan Missions from the children of the Church in 
West Virginia. 

The result of the effort was an offering of $482.40. 

Not the largest offering, but calling out the largest number of Schools 
contributory. 

There are in the Diocese 67 Sunday Schools. All of these Sunday Schools 
received boxes which they asked for. These boxes cost the Diocese $61.60; 
postage to be paid $6.00. 29 of these Sunday Schools which received boxes 
that cost $25 to $30 took them and made no return to the Diocese. Your 
Committee, therefore states this fact, That the 29 Sunday Schools which 
failed to contribute, cost the the Diocesan Missionary Society, and took 
away from the support of our Missionaries $20 to $30. Again Schools 
which received boxes, the money was collected and the amount went to 
other objects that Diocesan Missions. This we attribute to lack of knowl- 
edge or carelessness. 


We must conclude that in some instances the boxes were not given out 
at all and in others, not collected. 


One clergyman wrote the Committee asking that he be allowed to keep 
the boxes two weeks longer, as there had been an epidemic of whooping 
cough in theschool and it was cut downto small numbers. The same 
clergyman made 9 return at all and the Committee knows certainly that 
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some of his boxes were returned to him, the money going to the Commit- 
tee. 

Your Committee also notes that two of our largest and best regulated 
parishes, make no return, also that one of these changes the set time of the 
offering from Advent to Lent. 

The Committee feels that this work is largely dependent upon the efforts 
of the Rectors and Superintendents. They are to bring it before the teach- 
ers and scholars. We feel also that where this work has failed it must be 
and has been the failure of these officers to do their part. 

Surely we think thatif the boxes had been sent out to the scholars in our 
67 schools and officially,—earnest word of explanation and exhortation 
given, we would not have to say as we gather in Council today to review 
our past years work forthe Kingdom: Where are the 29 schools which did 
notreport anything to the work of Diocesan Missions. 

Your Committee would make an earnest appeal to those who have failed 
to come into line to take their places and do this work. 

Brethren, if we are to plant our Church in the years to come in every 
county and hamlet of our State, the children of the Church who are now 
in our Sunday Schools are those who are to do this. Wemust make them 
Church men and Church women; if we do this, me must teach them to 
give to the work. . 

Especially must we implant in their hearts and lives the impress of the 
trust committed to our care. 

To look to the work in our own State. If we do not this we will miss it. 


The tellers for Clerical vote reported no election on the 5th 
ballot. Another ballot was ordered. 


The Rev. N. 8S. Thomas for the Committee on Permanent and 
Episcopal reported as follows: 


The Committee on the Permanent and Episcopal Funds respectfully re- 
port that it has examined the reports of the Treasurer of these funds and 
find with regard to the former that there was a balance from the previous 
year of $3,697.87, to which was added during the past year by offerings 
$66.61 and by interest $217.00, making the total of $3,981.48; $84.66 have been 
expended upon the Episcopal residence, leaving a balance in the treasury 
of $3,896.82. 

From this report it is to be noticed that during this year there bas been 
no increase in the number of congregations contributing. Only 22 congre- 
gations have paid anything to the fund. 

The parish contributing mo-t liberally to this fund was Trinity Church, 
Shepherdstown, to whom is credited $7.78. ‘This, as well as the meagre 
grand total of the offerings to this fund show only too plainly the impor- 
tance attributed to it by the Council. In the report presented to the Coun- 
cil in 1896 the offerings for the year amounted to $79.20, in 1897 the offerings 
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amounted to $66.86, in 1898 the offerings amounted to $66.61. This shows 
a gradual falling off in interest, notwithstanding the repeated energy of the 
Committee. Moreover, a detailed examination of this report will indicate 
that but few of the parishes have complied with the Canon by taking an 
offering for this fund. It is quite evident in the majority of cases that the 
parish treasurer has been instructed to forward a certain fixed sum to this 
fund and that a sum rediculously small, if the purpose of the fund is to be 
taken seriously. 

Whatever in the past may have been the Diocesan estimates of the Per- 
manent fund, your committee would now respectfully suggest that the 
time is oppoitune for more aggressive action and greater enthusiasm in 
this matter than ever before. 

This year is one of more than usual interest to the Diocease, consum- 
mating as it does the 20th anniversary of our Diocesan life. The advisabil- 
ity of electing a Bishop Coadjutor is before this Couucil, and whatsoever 
may be the immediate outcome some course of action i. this direction for 
the relief of our Bishop in his arduous work, must sooner or later be deter- 
mined upon a sul.stantial increase in the Permanent Fund is in the line of 
such relief. 

This committee would therefore beg leave to offer the following resolu- 
lion: 

Resolved, 1. That in order to put Canon, VI See. 3, into more effective 
operation, an offering for this fund be taken in every congregation of this 
Diocese on the 8rd Sunday in Advent. 

2nd. That £1,(00 of the $1,661.01 reported to be in the treasury of the 
Episcopal and ( ontingent funds, be transferred to the Permanent Fund, 
as permitted by Canon VI See. 8 That the transfer be made as follows: 
3600 to be paid over immediately and 34100 at such Jater time during the 
year, as shall in the judgment of the Treasurer of the Episcopal and Con- 
tingent Fund be most expedient. 

3rd. That this Council memorialize this the 20th year of our Bishop’s 
Consecration by making an earnest effort to materially increase this fund. 

In regard to the Episcopal and Contingent Fund we find that, whereas 
on June 1, 1897, the balance on hand was $900.02 on May 31, 1898, there is 
reported in the Bank of Wheeling a balance of $1,661.01. 

The amount assessed for the past year was $3,545. The amount paid in 
at the time of the Treasurei’s report was $2786.32 on this year’s assessment; 
$362.93 on arrears, $31.48 on several Missions not assessed, making a total 
of $8,180.73 or about 90 per cent. of the assessment paid in by the parishes 
and missions during the year. 

This leaves an apparent deficiency of $758 68 as against $634.43 of last 
year. Arrearages and sums from missions not assessed, however, bring 
the total offerings for the year to $3,180.73 or about 90 per cent. of the as- 
sessment. 

It is to be hoped that a large part of the present deficiency will be wiped 
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out before the adjournment of the Couucil and may be shown in the sup- 
plementary report.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION, 

After a year of interest and care in behalf of the cause of education, your 
committee reports progress in this effort of the Diocese. Our chief source 
of strength is from the Education Society of Virginia, which supports our 
men, receiving far less from the Diocese than is received from it. By re- 
ferring to the report of the treasurer the members of the Council, and of the 
Diocese, will find the items contributed by the Churches, to the tetal of 
$226.28. This is only $8.46 more than the meagre amount given to this im- 
portant cause last year. Your committee recommends the general subject 
of providing for students for the ministry who are unable to support them- 
selves, to the prayerful and systematic attention of the clergy of the Dio- 
c:se, as also to that of the laity. 

There are two of our students at the Alexandria Seminary, three at Roan-— 
oke, three at Morgantown, and one other. From several correspondents 
now writing on this subject, additions to the list may be made in the near 
future. 

We note with great pleasure the favorable reports from the Hall at Mor- 
gantown. The men have maintained the former high average, the accom- 
modations are superior, the attendance has been fairly good. We recom- 
mend to the churchmen of the Diocese not only a hearty patronage of the 
Hall, but also of the discipline of the place.

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The Rey. John 8S. Gibson presented the report of the Com- 
mittee, the State of the Church as follows, which was adopted: 


The Committee on the State of the Church respectfully report: 


It appears from an examination of the various sources of information 
that the condition of the Church, in both her material and spiritual inter- 
ests, is good, and there is much to assure us, as we review the past year, 
that our God stands ever ready to bless us when we fulfill, even feebly, the 
condition of service. 

The number confirmed, 308, is, with one exception, the largest in our 
history, while the 4231 communicants reported, as against 4034 last year 
shows a net increase of 197. We note, however, that both teachers and 
scholars in our Sunday Schools in the past year have been less, the one by 
16 and the other by 234, than last year. 

The pastors of the flock appointed to minister the word and sacraments 
among us have been paid within $641 of the amounts pledged them which 
is $888 nearer full settlement than was reached in 1897, when the arrears 
was $1,029. 

Committees reporting to Annual Councils, from year to year, the State 
of the Church, however sanguine and inclined to say ‘‘all is well” must be 
conscious of danger to the Spiritual life of the people when they see the 
symptom of failure to pay the cbligations assumed and pledges made to 
the pastors of their souls. 

It ought not to be, when the salaries of the clergy of our Diocese are in 
few places liberal, in fewer sufficient, and in most meagre that four thou- 
sand persons should find it difficult to sustain in simple way thirty-five, 
especially when without those thirty-five, their messages, their ministra- 
tions of sacraments, their lives of example, their presences of sympathy 
in bright homes and dark life would be without hope. 

The general financial condition seems good and the funds carefully ad- 
ministered. 

Our contributions for parochial objects have exceeded those of 1897 by 
$18,579.93, with an increased indebtedness of $7,057.64. 

For Diovesan objects $13.48 less was given, and for General oltjeets out- 
side the Dioces» $239.29 more than in 1897. 

So that your Committee frels that they can say that the State of the 
Church in her material interest is good, and that her spiritualities are faith- 
fully ministered by those charged with the responsibility therefor. 

We are not the judges of individual souls, but without even seeming to 
be such, we say that a deeper consecration of the individual lives of our 
communicants to Almighty God and His service would so advance the 
prospects of the Diocese that there would be hope of her soon filling the 
land. 

But our reach of vision at this time, we would by comparison endeavor 
to mark the presence of the Divine working with us, must be beyond the 
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twelve months past. This year marks the twentieth anniversary of him 
who is our Chief pastor, and as we look back to the eleven clergy and 
eleven hundred communicants of the happy day in 1878 when he came to 
dwell among us, and around upon the thirty-five clergy and over four 
thousand communicants, and figure that the increase is over three hun- 
dred and fifty per cent. in each case., We thank God and take courage. 
Should our chief pastor be, by God’s goodness to us, spared to us for 

another twenty years, we may hope that his eyes shall see at least a hun- 
dred clergy and a great body of communicants among a people to whom 
our beloved Church, with her historic order and primitive liturgy, is, by 
some, supposed to be unsuited.

REPORT OF PROFESSOR OF SYSTEMATIC DIVINITY, HOMILETICS AND 
LITURGIES. 


To the Board of Trustees of the Theological Seminary of Virginia: 

The Professor of Systematic Divinity respectfully submits the following 
repor of the studies pursued in his classes during the current session: The 
Junior Class for part of the session, reciting once a week, have studied 
Chadbourne’s Natural Theology, and have passed their examination. 
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The Middle Class, reciting five times a week, have studied Butler’s Anal- 
ogy, my Outlines of Theology, with Knapp as reference. 

In connection with this a study of the arrangement and doctrinal con- 
tents of the Epistles of the New Testament, the Analogy has been finished 
with the examination; and they are in review of the remaining work. To 
these have been added during the session recitations twice a week, of 
Mead’s Supernatural Revelation and Oehler’s Old Testament Theology. 
Also essays in Systematic Divinity and exercises in the construction of ser- 
mons. 

The Senior Class, with three recitations a week, and the Wednesday 
evening exercise, have studied the Articles with Boultbie with reference to 
Burnett and Browne. They have also studied in Natural Theology Hop- 
kins’ Outline Man, and Homiletiecs in Dr. Broaddus’ book, with exercises 
in sermonizing. I have also gone over with this class the History of the 
Prayer Book, as to its sources, material and interpretation, as also its 
changes in the Church of England and this country, using Dr. Butler’s 
History, Canon Barry’s Student’s Prayer Book, and the more elaborate 
work of Blakeney in the way of reference. Along with these, I have given 
a course of lectures on Liturgies, and studied lectures on Christian Ethics. 
On the last they have passed their-examination.

REPORTS OF THE PROFESSOR OF GREEK LANGUAGE, ETC. 
To the Board of Trustees of the Theological Seminary in the Diocese of West 
Verginia: 

The work of the Senior Class in the department of the New Testament 
Greek was devoted to the Epistles of St. Paul to the Ephesians, Philippians, 
Colossians, and Philemon from the opening of the session up to the Christ- 
mas recess. During the month of January St. John’s Gospel was studied 
with reference to its theological teaching using Steven’s Johnannine Theo- 
logy as a basis. i 

Since that time they have studied the Catholic Epistles and will close 
their work with the Apocalypse. One essay is required from each mem- 
ber of this class before the final examination. 

The Senior Class has three recitations weekly in the Greek Testament. 
Two hours weekly are given by this Class to Church Polity for the first six 
months of the Session. Hooker is taken as a basis followed by a full sys- 
tem of lectures with reference to the principal writers on the subject down 
to the present time. : 

The last three months of the Session are given to the study of Pastoral 
Theology during the hours occupied in the previous six months by Chureh 
Polity. The Pastoral Epistles are studied in Greek, followed by lectures. 
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The Middle Class has two hours a week in the GreekiTestament. So far 
all of the First and two thirds of the Second Epistle to the Corinthians 
with Galatians and Romans have been studied with full exegetical work. 
The class is now entering upon the Epistle to the Hebrews, which will oc- 
cupy the rest of the Session. 

The Junior Class commenced its work with the study of St. Luke’s Gos- 
pel and has been engaged on St. John’s Gospel since the middle of Janu- 
ary. ‘These Gospels are studied in harmony with St. Matthew and St. 
Mark, so the complete evangelical narrative of the Life of Christ is studied 
in this class. 

Andrew’s Life of Christ and Gardiner’s Harmony are required as Hand- 
books for constantieference. The last six weeks of the Session will be 
given to thestudy of St. Paul’s Epistles to the Thessalonians. 

The Junior Class has two recitations a week in the Greek Testament. 
An additional hour is given for the study of Schaff’s Companion to the 
Greek Testament and Westcott’s Bible in the Church. In the Middle and 
Junior Classes essays are required weekly. 

The work of the session in this department has been very satisfactory; 
and owing to the great number of college men now in the Seminary a high 
standard of excellence is attained.

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ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


Once more again, Dear Brethren and Friends, it is my privilege to greet 
you at the annual meeting of our Council. It is always a grateful occasion to 
me, not only because of the social reunion of those who are necessarily so far 
separated during the year, but also because the special religious services, 
which Iam thankful to say still distinguish our Councils as very different 
from merely business meetings. Long may they retain this feature, which 
I believe has a most important bearing upon the true life and prosperity of 
the Diocese. 

If such gatherings as this are helpful to others much more to us. We 
need them to quicken and develop our Diocesan life, and save us from 
such selfish congregationalism as would prompt us to look upon our mis- 
sion or parish as our field. It is well for us to remember that putting 
up buildings and enrolling communicants does not fill up the measure of 
our duty, but that above all, we are to cultivate in every individual and in 
every separate organization, however small, it may be, the spirit that will 
cause us to look not only on our own things, but also on the things of others, 
that will make us ready to bear one another’s burdens if so be that thus we 
san fulfill the Law of Christ. 


JUNE. 


The first days of June (1-5) were spent in attendance on our 21st Annual 
Council in St. Paul’s Church, Weston. The occasion furnished oppor- 
tunity for the members of the Council to see and enjoy the beautiful 
new and commodious Church which through the joint labors of the Rev. 
Dr. Lacy, the late Rector, the Rev. Mr. Burkhardt, the present Rector with 
cordial support and co-operation of the whole congregation had been re- 
cently completed. The total cost has been about $11,000, and at this time 
all was provided for save about $2,000. Since then I understand that more 
than half of this has been paid. Not only is the new Church larger and 
more beautiful and substantial than the old, but it has accommodations for 
the Sunday School and for work in various departments which prove to be 
most helpful, if not absolutely necessary. It is gratifying to find increasing 
attention paid to these things, as our congregations begin to realize that for 
the successful prosecution of our work something is needed beyond the 
mere audience room for Sunday Services. 

During the Council, we had our usual missionary meetings, which serve 
in such a marked degree to keep ‘“‘the great commission’? more distinetly 
before us. The Rev. Wm. Cabell Brown represented the work in Brazil, 
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which has since been wonderfully strengthened by the consecration of the 
Rev. Luicen Lee Kinsolving as its first Bishop. This relieves me of all 
further responsibility for the official conduct of the work. I amglad under 
such favorable conditions to lay down the commission which I have held 
since the spring of 1893.

Each year’s experience confirms me in my judgment as to the import- 
ance of this Institution, and I find that others are looking forward to the 
establishment of similar Halls. 

Notwithstanding all our efforts to the contrary I fear that many of the 
boys still regard the Hall as a mere boarding house, and have heretofore 
allowed themselves a freedom which has been beyond their true liberty, 
and has very much complicated the problem of administration. Such 
matters will, however, we trust, soon regulate themselves, and our inereas- 
ing experience in the internal management of household details will se- 
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cure continually more efficient and helpful service towards the great objects 
of the Hall. The Warden has devoted himself with zeal to the work, and 
unites with me in a cordial desire to make this Institution in every way 
helpful to our young men at college, and not the least instrumentality a 
great State University may gladly foster for advancing the cause of true 
Christian Education, and elevating the tone and temper of our young men 
throughout the State.

SUMMARY.

3,824. No doubt but that a good many of these removals are only from one 
church to another, in the Diocese, our reports do not show to what extent 
this is true, but after making ali due allowance, for this it must be evident 
that year by year losses to the Diocese are very considerable.

THE SHELTERING ARMS HOSPITAL. 


This Institution, though not formally connected with the Diocese is of 
interest to us all, not only because we all unite, through our 'Thanksgiving 
Day offerings, in its support, but because such work so truly illustrates 
the genius of our religion and the spirit of the Master. How better than 
by caring for such an Institution, can the church show that she heeds the 
Master’s words, not only to preach the Gospel, but to heal the sick. 

During the past year 144 patients have been cared for. The number of in- 
mates on May 19th, the date of annual meeting, being 25. The physician 
in charge and the nurses and the matron have devoted themselves wlth 
commendable faithfulness and efficiency to the discharge of their delicate 
and difficult duties, and to them is due our gratifying measure of success. 

The Institution has been carried on during the past year at an expense of 
about $4,300, and we have been enabled by gifts and otherwise to make a 
substantial improvement, in heating all the buildings with hot water, at 
an initialexpense of about $1500, and an annual saving henceforth in fuel 
and service. 

Although the income last year was not quite equal to the expenses, yet 
by virtue of special gifts mentioned above, and of a convenient surplus 
from the last year, we have been enabled promptly to meet all our obliga- 
tions, and make a fair start on another year. 

The total number of patients cared for up to May 19th, (since the Hos- 
pital was opened) reaches the large number of 780; and all who have in 
any wise helped in this work may feel the greater satisfaction when they 
reflect that the general condition of the patients has been such, that in 
their own humble homes, they have, as a rule, been without the possibil- 
ity of such comforts and conveniences as alleviate sickness and pain, 
and make recovery sometimes even possible. Only those acquainted 
with the manner of life of most of our patients, can estimate the vast 
amount of suffering relieved, and the great good done in such care of 
patients, as has resulted in their speedy restoration to health and strength, 
and consequent ability to resume work for the support of their families. 

J trust that our people will not grow weary of this charity, but that they 
will continue, on the day when they assemble to thank God for mercies 
vouchsafed to them, to show their thankfullness, in part at least, by remem- 
bering the Sheltering Arms, with gifts of money and provisions and cloth- 
ing. ‘He that hath pity upon the poor lendeth unto the Lord: and look, 
what he layeth out, it shall be paid him again.” 


THE SPECIAL FUND. 


The work accomplished by what I call my special fund is too fully set 
forth year by year to demand any special mention at this time. I desire, 
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however, to keep this whole subject before the Diocese by the detailed ac- 
counts of receipts and expenditures which is here given. 

This Fund has, as usual, been most helpful during the past year. It 
works in so quiet and unobtrusive a way that many hardly know of its ex- 
istence. It is however doubtful if anywhere in the Diocese, the same 
amount of money expended accomplishes better results or brings greater 
encouragement to so many people, and needed help to so many objects. I 
bespeak for this Fund your continued interest and support. 

Report of Special Fund May 25, 1898— May 25, 1899. 
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LOCAL ADMINISTRATION. 


I have so frequently called attention, in my addresses, to defects in our 
local administration that I hesitate to renew the subject, but in view of our 
increasing responsibilities, I cannot but feel that it is more important than 
ever. After twenty-one years of hard—and what in devout gratitude to 
Almighty God—we may call successful work, we are, I believe, on the 
era of a still greater advance. We are however, and I suppose always will 
be just in that condition to which we have no strength to waste, and our 
great problem is how to bring out our undeveloped strength so that it will 
tell in our individual Churches and in the Diocese. I am one of those who 
believe that there is a vast deal of dormant power which we have not yet 
been able to touch, and I also believe that we can never properly reach and 
bring it out, unless we the leaders—both clergy and laity— have sufficient 
humility to recognize the fact that we have been rather straightened in 
ourselves than in the people. We have often failed to make sufficient 
effort, and perhaps just as often, have not been wise in the effort we have 
made. And enlarging observation and experience confirms me more and 
more in this judgment. We need a clearer insight into the needs of the 
church and a more courageous leadership on the part of the clergy and the 
church officers. When we come to consider the demands upon us for 
church maintenance and church aggression, we must remember that the 
machine will not run of itself. Why should a vestryman hesitate to insist 
upon the cordial co-operation of all his constituency in the proper mainten- 
ance of the church, for the laborer is worthy of his hire, and common 
honesty demands the punctual discharge of such obligations as of others; 
and why should the clergy hesitate to insist upon the Christian duty of giv- 
ing for the spread of the Gospel, when in such exercise we find the condi- 
tion and guarantee of our own blessing. 

I am disposed to think that often there is lamentable carelessness in re- 
gard to these matters—carelessness which can only be overcome by cour- 
ageous leadership, and patient continuance in well-doing. 

Often owing, I suppose, in large measure to our want of discretion in 
pushing the work, people complain that they are being called upon con- 
stantly to give to some object in connection with Church maintenance or 
extension, but they must not lose sight of the fact that they still more con- 
stantly and frequently make payments for what they eat and drink and 
wear, and more than that, that they are continually receiving from the 
Giver of every good and perfect gift. 

As far as our local administration is concerned, Iam constrained to be- 
lieve that there does not begin to be that patient and persistent work 
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which the importance of the issues involved demands. Too many of our 
laymen, who stand in responsible positions as Church officers, fail to give 
that personal service without which they cannot expect to properly man- 
age their financial interests, and even if effort is made, they are too soon 
discouraged and give over all further work. 

It is to be hoped that our chureh organizations would learn something 
more from the methods of the various societies which are about them on 
every side, and whose membership and managing boards are often com- 
posed largely of Church people. I suppose I may safely say that not one 
in a hundred of these societies would venture to adopt the slipshod and 
indifferent methods which so frequently prevail in our Churches. For is it 
not true that many of our church organizations are content after one or 
two appeals, and sometimes languidly made, to let the whole matter drift, 
and so find themselves at the end of the year face to face with a trouble- 
some deficit, which prompt and regular work might easily have avoided. 
This is continually confessed to me, as I goon my rounds, and with such 
zeal and wisdom as I can command I try to stimulate the Churches to a 
more vigorous and conscientious discharge of their manifest duty. 

Perhaps you think Iam driven by the apparent stress of my argument 
to exaggerate this evil, but not so, I could give chapter and verse. The 
Treasurer of one of our large churches told mea year or two ago that he 
believed that his employer who wasa prominent officer in another chureh, 
did more personal work for his church than all of our twelve vestryman 
put together. In another congregation a short time ago, I found, on in- 
quiring into their affairs, that there were twenty-eight families and parts 
of families who had never been asked to contribute anything towards the 
Chureh. And in still another congregation, after quite a long conference 
with the vestry, one of them frankly acknowledged that their whole 
trouble was due to their own failure to attend to their duties. 

I could multiply instances but I forbear. We have examples around us on 
every side of how such business may be managed, if we would only profit 
by them. I know a lady of great culture and refinement who in the inter- 
est of a town improvement society, goes every month to a large number of 
stores and collects subscriptions. “The proprietors are wiJling to give in this 
way, but will not undertake to forward their subscriptions, and I have read 
recently of a charity organization, which to receive the savings of the 
members of the Dime Savings and Loan Association, sends its collector 
around. He pays on an average of 175 visits a day—some times consider- 
ably over 200—and collects dues varying from ten cents to one dollar. One 
of his reports shows that he collected in one day $25.87 from 101 persons 
Now then, if for street improvement a lady will thus give her time, and if 
to encourage savings among the poor, a collector can be employed, who in 
histwork can pay 200 visits a day, can we not secure some one to undertake 
a similar work, delicate and disagreeable as it may be—can we not secure 
some one who can undertake such work in the interests of the Kingdom 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
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We have had accounts, how recently, way off in the East, a gallant col- 
onel of one of our volunteer regiments, when it became necessary to cross 
a deep river in the presence of the enemy, was not content to send his men 
out on such perilous task, but himself boldly led the way, andswam the 
dangerous stream. It was well, but yet hedid it only for a corruptible 
crown. We have stiila higher duty and a nobler service, and if our ves- 
tryman cannot secure anyone to do this important work satisfactorily, I 
say let them do it themselves. O, for the spirit of the Psalmist, who de- 
clared that he would rather be a doorkeeper in the house of the Lord than 
to have high place elsewhere. 

The truth is that our Churches are seriously suffering for lack of this more 
vigorous administration for which I plead. Iappeal to our various vestries 
and comittees to take up this their own work with the wise and persistent 
energy they are continually showing in managing their various business 
interests; to take it up, and in the name of God to do it, as they can if they 
will. 

The confession of weakness made it truly lamentable, when it appears 
that the same people banded together for almost any other purpose under 
heaven, would be stronger and more aggressive than they often are for 
Christ and His Church. 

The continued progress, if not the very existence of our Diocesan life is 
dependent upon the faithfulness and energy with which our various 
churches, large and small, face their duties. Human nature is the same all 
the world over, and there can be no doubt but thata habit of dependence is 
fostered by continual aid, there can be no doubt but there is a often practi- 
cal imposition on the Diocese by those places that receive aid. The senti- 
ment seems to prevail that as the public money is going ‘‘we might as well 
have our share of it,’? and this judgment is confirmed by instances that 
might be cited of the most rapid and abnormal development on occasion. 
Just here isthe problem, how to throw this responsibility just where it be- 
longs without working hardship in the case of faithful men. I believe that 
just as one of the greatest political heresies is, that under the influence of 
which the people look to Congressand other public bodies to legislate them 
into prosperity, so one of the greatest troubles we have in the church is the 
habit of looking to the Bishop and the Diocesan Committee and the Gen- 
eral Boards to assume our own part of the burden we ought to bear. There 
ought to be a far more resolute putting our own shoulders to the wheel, 
and an honest pride in being independent, at least there ought to bea 
greater readiness than appears, to take up from time to time more and 
more the matter of our own support and cease to be pensioners on the 
Church’s bounty. And this brings me to say a word to my Brethren about 
their Reports; not about the way in which they are made out, I will leave 
that to the Committee, but about what a careful study of them reveals, 
and there are several things that demand our most serious attention. I am 
sorry that I cannot take all the reports as a basis for observation, but many 
are so slow in coming in that they are really of little value in giving me 
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what I ought to have, that is a detailed and particular account of the con- 
dition of the Diocese before [ go to the Council. Taking then the reports 
of 26 clergy covering some 75 points, large and small, organized parishes, 
missions and also stations I find that there is often too great a disproportion 
between Parochial expenditures and contributions whether in the Diocese 
or out of it. In the 75 places above mentioned 84 per cent. of all money 
raised goes to parochial purposes; 13 per cent. to Diocesan objects, and 3 
per cent. to objects outside the Diocese, such as Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sions, &c. But merely to state this average does not bring the matter be- 
fore our minds as it ought to be brought. Leaving out of view exceptional 
eases, for too many fall very much below this average, I find that 34 
places are reported as giving nothing to any object outside the Diocese. 
You could hardly call collections for sueh objects as Domestic and Foreign 
Missions canonical, but they are moral and Christian, and the facet that 
nothing whatever was given, shows conclusively that the minister 
in charge never gave the people a chance to make any offering; for then 
certainly something, though a very small sum, would have been reported. 

But what may be counted as still more significant and depressing is that 
even the canonical collections are neglected to an alarming degree. Ofthe 
75 places mentioned above 14 passed them by altogether, and of the whole 
number of canonical collections that ought to be made during the year, 
that is for 5 objects from each one of the 75 places, 375 in all, that 176 have 
been altogether neglected. It is true this is generally the casein small and 
unorganized places, but not exclusively so, for I find 87 such collections 
passed over by the organized Churches and missions. The point is not that 
these places did not do as well as they might have done, but that they 
neglected the plain canonical requirement altogether, to say nothing of their 
moral and Christian duty. I think it would be a good thing fer every 
clergyman and vestryman to have and frequently consult a blank form of 
Parochial Report that he might keep in mind what is expected of the 
ehureh. Whether the point is weak or strong does not in the least affeet 
the obligation; that seems to me imperative. If others were guilty of the 
same neglect, as far as we can see the Diocesan work would stop, and Lam 
led to speak thus plainly about this matter, because it is getting to be a se- 
rious question whether that work can be properly carried on even with the 
present partial failure. I have set forth in great detail a plan which is eap- 
able of adoption in every case, and would meet every contingency. If any 
body can work out a better plan let him adopt it himself and make it 
known to the church for the benefit of others. In the meantime I cannot but 
think that the Jong list of absolutely blank lines standing where persistent 
organized effort would have made some, ever if a very small entry, is a 
heavy witness against our interest in the work and our faithfulness to the 
Master. I say advisedly, from the result of observation and experience, 
and also with a knowledge of what is now passing on under my eyes, that 
there is no good reason why every place, that is worthy of a Report, should 
not have itself represented by some offering—not only as far as the canons 
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make such offering obligatory, but also as far as our moral and Christian 
duty commands. I cannot see that the frequency or infrequency of ser- 
vices has anything whatever to do with that co-operation which the Church 
has a right to expect from all her members both for Diocesan and general 
work. 

BISHOP COADJUTOR. 

Sinee the Canons require that before an election of a Bishop Coadjutor 
the Bishop of the Diocese shall consent in writing to such election, and 
that also in such consent shall state the duties which he assigns to the 
Bishop Coadjutor when duly elected and consecrated. I hereby formally 
give my consent to such election and specify as the official duties 
which in general and for the most part I desire to assign to the Bishop Co- 
adjutor. Visitations, confirmations and ordinationsas may be agreed upon 
from year to year, such occasional offices as the laying of corner stones, 
and the consecration of churches and chapels, attendance on the convoca- 
tions, and other general Church meetings, visiting vacant churches, and 
such other work as it may seem to me possible and expedient to put in his 
hands. ; 

Let me say further that it is only fair to the Presbyter you may elect, 
and just to the Diocese that he should have full knowledge of the condi- 
tion of our work and the purpose for which we seek to secure his services. 

We cannot penetrate the darkness of even the near future and tell how it 
will be next year or the year after. Still it is proper to state distinctly that 
it cannot be said that the Bishop of this Diocese is unable by reason of old 
age, or other permanent cause of infirmity, to discharge his Episcopal du- 
ties, but that we do what we do on account of the extent of the Diocese. 
It is a move not so much to maintain the existing work as to extend it. 
No doubt different theories prevail as to the exact work which a Bishop 
ought to do. * If any man thinks that his ministry is fulfilled simply when 
all the organizations, large or small, strong or weak, are visited, he may 
have a perfect right to his opinion, but in my judgment such a man, what- 
ever his qualifications, is not the man we are looking for for Bishop Co- 
adjutor of the Diocese of West Virginia. We want one who is willing and 
glad to do pioneer missionary work, to go out through the length and 
breadth of the State, and seek and search for our scattered people, and lay 
foundations upon which perchance others will build; we need a man who 
will have ready sympathy for the missionary though in the smallest and 
most unpromising field, and will show a large patience and a wise discre- 
tion in laboring in places where the church is but little known, and where 
perhaps only his successor will see it established. 

It is my earnest hope that with such division of labor as an additional 
_ supply of mental and physical strength will make possible, that not only 
more places may be regularly visited, but also more effective work may be 
done everywhere all over the State. When the Bishop has more time at 
his disposal than he can now possibly command, he can cultivate closer per- 
sonal relations with the people, and so bring his personal as well as his 
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official influence to bear upon the churches, for the maintenance and ad- 
vancement of the work. In other words, when the Bishop appears to the 
people more in the character of a chief Pastor rather than of an occasional 
visitor, I believe that his power for good will be greatly increised and all 
his efforts made more effective. 

In regard to the general question of a Bishop Coadjutor, I do not propose 
now to discuss it at length, without any request from me, and I may say 
very unexpectedly, this matter was brought up at the last council, and it 
was with great unanimity determined to make application to the Church 
for permission to elect a Coadjutor. This permission has now been ob- 
tained, and so far the way is open before us. 

The movement, though not inaugurated by myself, has my cordial ap- 
proval, and will receive my hearty support. I fear, however, that owing 
to various unforseen circumstances and a little hesitation to vigorously and 
promptly push so large an undertaking, that the Diocese does not find 
itself in the financial condition it expected. After agood deal of prelimi- 
nary general discussion, the Committee on Assessment reported that $500 
could be depended on from current receipts for the salary fund, and the 
Council undertook to increase its Permanent Fund from $1,000 to $20,000. 
Had this been done promptly, and the money so placed as to be now yield- 
ing an income, the amount so realized; together with the surrender by the 
present Bishop of such part of his salary, as after conference might be 
agreed upon, would have enabled the Council to proceed at once to an elec- 
tion. As it is I cannot tell what is the best to be done. I trust the whole 
subject will receive your most careful consideration, and that the great 
Head of the Church,—the Master, to whom we all stand or fall,—will in 
such wise guide us that we may do that which shall best strengthen the 
Diocese and advance His kingdom. 

CONCLUSION. : 

So far is the record for the year, and yet how incomplete and unsatisfae- 
tory all such records must be. We may omit things of greatest moment, 
and put down and emphasize what has but little value. There is however 
no escape from such incomplete and unsatisfactory record; it is the best 
that we can do in this line, and something seems necessary to round out 
and mark the successive stages in our work. 

Entering upon our 22nd year, we have as it were passed our majority as 
a Diocese, and now have our work more distinctly than ever before us. 
What has been done in these years past has been done often amid very great 
difficulties, and that to with but few resources. To give ourselves the pro- 
per equipment of Churches and Rectories and such like necessary things 
has been for us an exacting task, and yet by the good hand of God upon us 
we have managed to get together and spend in this way not far from $400,- 
000 or an average of $20,000 per annum. 

This work, as a rule, has been welldone, and done once forall. It is now 
part of our plant. We have the use of it, and ought to reap from it great 
advantages in our work year by year. If for their local needs the congre- 
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gations, large, and small, have made such noble provision during the past 
twenty-one years, shall we not hope that for the Diocese, of which they 
are all an integral part, that they will now be ready to desire more liberal 
things, and that we shall be able with the greater vigor to carry on all our 
general work. We have many tokens of God’s favoring hand upon us,— 
not only in the growth of our communion both in numbers and influence, 
but in its general activity in Christian work at home and abroad, and that 
during all these years of labor and of aspiration we have been at unity 
among ourselves. Surely such things are to be taken as the evidence of 
God’s blessing. We thank Him and take courage. We go out to the work 
of another year pledged to a more hearty co-operation with one another, 
and a more faithful and constant service for the Master. The time is short. 
Let the one life we have be given to Christ, and we shall keep it unto life 
eternal.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY AND HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


The Trustees of the Seminary and High School herewith present their 
annual report to the council of the Diocese. 

The number of students in the Seminary is forty-three; five more than 
last year. They represent the following Dioceses: Virginia, Southern Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, South Carolina, Washington, Mississippi, Kentucky, 
Pennsylvania, Central Pennsylvania, and Connecticut. 

The Rev. R. W. Micou, D. D., has entered upon his duties as Professor of 
Systematic Divinity, Apologetics and Christain Ethics, and the Rev. 
Robert K. Massie has been elected to and is now filling the chair of Ee- 
clesiastical History, Church Polity and Canon Law. 

Appended are the reports of the Professors of the Seminary, and an ab- 
stract of the report of the Principal of the High School.

The reports received from the Professors of phe Theological Seminary in 
Virginia show the following facts, viz.: 

There are now four professors in the Institution, whose work is thus dis- 
tributed— 

Rev. Angus Crawford, Professor of Hebrew and Oriental Languages and 
Literature, and Homiletics. 
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Rey. Samuel A. Wallis, Professor of Greek Language, New Testament 
Literature, Liturgics and Pastoral Theology. 

Rev. Richard W. Micou, Professor of Systematic Divinity, Apologetics 
and Christian Ethics. 

Rev. Robert K. Massie, Professor of Ecclesiastical History, Church Polity 
and Canon Law. 

Of these two, Dr. Micou and Mr. Massie, began their work with the past 
year. 

There have been 43 students at the Seminary during the year, represent- 
ing ten different Dioceses in every section of the country, except the West. 
Hifteen of these were in the Senior Class, fourteen in the Middle and four- 
teen in the Junior. Our own Diocese has been represented by three stu- 
dents—one in each class. 

The work done during the year has been along the lines indicated for the 
several classes in the catalogue. In quality it has been excellent and has 
exhibited a high degree of ability and fidelity, as is shown by the fact cer- 
tified by Dr, Micon that at his mid-year examinations, which alone were 
completed at the date of his report, out of twenty-nine in his Senior and 
Middle classes twenty-one passed 90 or above, on a seale of 100. 

The reports appear to indicate in all matters covered by them, satisfac- 
tory conditions and excellent work.

Your consent is asked to the election of a Bishop-Coadjutor for the Dio- 
cese of West Virginia. The ground, upon which this application is made, 
is the inability of the Bishop of West Virginia, by reason of the extent of 
his Diocese, to discharge his Episcopal duties. 

The Annual Couneil of the Diocese, in session June 1-4, 1898, appointed 
the undersigned a committee to present this request, with the reasons there- 
for, to the Bishops and Standing Committees of the Church. 

The Diocese of West Virginia embraces the entire State. It has an area 
of 24,780 square miles and a population, according to the census of 1890, of 
762,794. The increase in the preceding decade was nearly 145,000. It is 
believed that it has been larger during the present decade, so that a moder- 
ate estimate would place the present population at 900,000. Its distribu- 
tion over the Diocese is more general than in many other Dioceses of larger 
territorial extent. In many sections of the country settlement has follow- 
ed the lines of railways, and broad regions, to which these have not pene- 
trated, are little settled, ifatall. But the peopleof West Virginia are wide- 
ly distributed over the entire State. There are 55 counties, of which the 
least populous has nearly 5,000 inhabitants and the most populous fewer 
than 45,000. There are no large centres. Wheeling, the largest city, has 
only about 36,000 people, and only three other towns contain as many as 
10,000 each. These conditions impose upon the Bishop constant travel and 
long journeys in his ministration to those under his care, while, owing to 
the geographical configuration of the State and its physical features, this 
travel is tedious and often difficult. The greater portion of the surface is 
mountainous and is traversed by many bold streams, which cut their way 
far back into the upland regions. Railway construction is difficult and, 
except for the three great trunk lines, which cross the State, few roads 
have been built. Save upon the western border, in the valley of the Ohio, 
there are no completed roads, connecting these lines. Hence it is often 
necessary for the Bishop, in the discharge of his duties, to take wearisome 
journeys of considerable length over poorly constructed mountain roads. 
The extent of travel required to cover the field may be inferred from the 
fact that the clerical and lay delegates in attendance upon the recent ses- 
sion of the Council, which met at the most central point probably in the 
Diocese, averaged a journey of about 500 miles each. 

Within this far-reaching territory there are now about 4225 communi- 
eants. The clergy officiating therein number thirty-six. There are seven- 
ty-six churches and chapels and many points, as yet unsupplied with either, 
where services are held, regularly or occasionally. The Bishop enumerates 
152 places, which he regards as needing regular Episcopal care to the extent 
of one visitation at least in the course of each year. There are also other 
places which he has visited occasionally and to which he feels that more 
attention ought to be given than he has been able to give. For these rea- 
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sons we ask your assent to our petition. We request you to send your reply 
to Rev. 8.

The Rev. Dr. Moore presented the following Report of the 
Missionary Committee: 


REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF DIOCESAN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


In presenting our report of the work of this Society we desire to empha- 
size, first of all, the supreme importance—the absolute necessity—not only 
of maintaining its work, but of increasing its efficiency, if it can be done, by 
an increase of its means. We entertain serious apprehension of a consid- 
erable reduction in the aid, which the Diocese has for some time been re- 
ceiving from one of the general societies of the Church. The American 
Church Missionary Society has already reduced its approprlation to West 
Virginia from $900 to $800. The deminds upon that Society in aid of work 
in Brazil and Cuba are so great and pressing that it is more than probable 
that there will be some further reduction in this appropriation. There 
have been even expressions of a desire to abandon altogether the work of 
this Society in the home field for that of the foreign field. This desire, en- 
tertained by some, who are influential in its counsels, may not be carried 
into effect. If it should be, or even if there should be made any larger re- 
duction in its gifts to us, our work would be seriously crippled without 
much larger oflerings for it within the Diocese. We note from the report 
of the Treasurer that contributions for the work during the year have been 
$3,479.32, of which $102.44 were from the Sunday School Advent offering. 
But this ineludes the sum of $500, reported during the last Council, as con- 
tributed by Mrs. A. Thistle, of Sistersville, which the Treasurer was di- 
rected to invest and hold for the benefit of the Society. Through a mis- 
take this was not done. Weare informed that Mrs. Thistle has authorized 
the transfer of this money to the Permanent Fund. We have appended a 
resolution to effect this. The balance in the hands of the Treasurer last 
year was $538.17, giving a total of $3,517.49, exclusive of the $500 mentioned 
above for use during the year. Our expenditures have been, in aid of 22 
missionaries, $2,812.49 and for the Church News $50, which with some 
small items of expense make a total of $2,930.35. 

Three of the men aided have left the Diocese during the year and two 
more are on the point of leaving. These vacancies have not been supplied, 
except to a very limited extent by atransfer within the Diocese. As usual, 
the men in the mission field have shown much activity. The entire con- 
firmations in the Diocese have been 247, of which 137 were at mission 
points. 

The attention of the Committee has been called to the inequalities in the 
salaries Of our missionaries. Leaving out of view such cases, as may be 
considered exceptional, which would greatly reduce the average, the pre- 
sent salaries average only $650. When some run to $800 or $900 a year, it 
is clear that some must fall below $650, by a considerable sum. As a step

towards equalization, the Committee passed this resolution, which has been 
widely distributed in the Diocese in the form here given. 

At a meeting of the Executive Committee of the Diocesan Missionary 
Society, held April 21, 1899, the Secretary was instructed to send to the 
missionaries of the Diocese and to the Treasurers of their several Churches 
notice, as follows: : 

1. That, in the opinion of the Committee, any field, which pays a salary 
of $800 and a rectory, has no claim upon the general benevolences of the 
church. 

2. That, in conformity with this opinion, a readjustment of missionary 
stipends will be made, to date from July 1, 1899, with a view to the equal- 
ization of salaries and the development of new work.

It is hoped that any points affected will make up any diminution occa- 
sioned by the execution of this plan. Your Committee asks the approval 
of Council to this move and appends a resolution to that effect. 

Your Committee has also determined to require from the Missionaries 
of the society quarterly reports, in advance of the payment of their sti- 
pends, showing the sums promised them in their fields and what amount 
has been paid, signed by the Treasurer of the Mission and countersigned 
by the missionary.

The motion was then put as amended and adopted. 

The Rev. N. F. Marshall offered this resolution: 


Resolved, That Dr. P. H. Killey, delegate from Grace Mission, Eckman, 
be admitted to a seat with the rights of delegates from Mission Stations. 

Every canonical requirement for the admission of the mission, as an or- 
ganized mission, has been complied with. Yet the application has not 
been placed in the hands of the Bishop. 


Pending the discussion of this resolution, the special order of 
the day was called for, and the report of the special committee 
on the salaries of the Bishop and Coadjutor was made as fol- 


lows: 

The committee to whom was referred the question of the salary of the 
Bishop, and that of the Bishop Coadjutor after his consecration, beg to re- 
port that they find, the cash on hand in the Permanent Fund to be $5,465 
which yields $332, and $1,000 in the hands of the Trustee yielding $60, and 
that if the $5,000 now subscribed be made immediately productive it will 
yield $300. The total yield of these funds per annum would be $692. This 
added to the amount annually raised by assessment would give $3,692 for 
the first year, and, as it will probably be some months before a coadjutor 
could be consecrated, this sum would enable us to provide for both the 
Bishop and the coadjutor for the first year. 

The Committee urges that the Permanent Fund be at once increased by 
at least $6,000 more. This would yield over a $1,000 annually from the En- 
dowment or Permanent Fund. 

Should the Council be willing to accomplish the effort undertaken last 
year, to raise the Endowment Fund, the committee reeommends that the 
Bishop be paid the sum of $2400 a year and the Episcopal residence, and 
the Bishop-Coadjutor be paid the sum of $1800 per annum. 

The committee is very reluctant to interfere in any way with the pres- 
ent salary of our Bishop, but they feel compelled after a full and free con- 
ference with the Bishop to make the recommendations submitted in this

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It is pleasing to see the church in West Virginia waking up more and 
more to a real sense of responsibility and privilege as well, as is evidenced 
by the members not only consecrating themselves first, but not a little of 
their substance also to their dear Lord. The manifest results of their con- 
tributions should be a renewed source of grateful reflection, and an incen- 
tive to larger gifts to the more flourishing and self-supporting congregation. 

The Sunday schools of the Diocese seem to your committee to be effect- 
ively managed and correspondingly prosperous; and it is urged and recom- 
mended that the pure Word of God be studied more and more; and that 
our superintendents and teachers be heartily supported by diligent home 
instruction in the great truth of the Bible, and the worship and teaching 
of the Book of Common Prayer. Let all read, mark, learn and inwardly 
digest the contents of both. 

It is very pleasing to see the desire so strong in the Diocese fora Bishop- 
Coadjutor to partially relieve our overworked Diocesan in this extensive 
territory, and at the same time extend the knowledge and influence of this 
historic Church of ours. The number confirmed during the year just end- 
ed equals at least the average of the other years; and it is especially pleas- 
ing to see such a large proportion of accessions to the church, fifty per cent. 
at least, reported from the mission stations and preaching points. of the 
Diocese. 

It must be encouraging to the larger and self-supporting churches and 
parishes to know that their prayers and gifts show such returns from the 
missionary parts of the Diocese.

On motion the Council went into a committee of the whole to 
consider a new form of Parochial Report. 

The committee of the whole rose and reported a form for fut- 
ure use in the Diocese, which was adopted by the Council. 

The Rev. Dr. Moore offered this resolution. 

Resolved, That the Treasurer be instructed to have prepared and printed 
and to distribute in the Diocese 5,000 blank copies of notes, payable to L. E. 
Sands, Treasurer, and bearing interest from date, which shall be taken, 
where possible, for deferred payments of subscriptions to the Permanent 
Fund. 

The Rey. J. S. Gibson moved to amend by inserting the word 
subscriptions for the word note. This was lost. 

On motion of Mr. J. T. Gallaher the resolution was laid on 
the table. 
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The Rev. W. H. Burkhardt offered this: 


Resolved, That the work of the American Bible Society be commended 
to the people of our various parishes and mission stations, and that the 
clergy of the Diocese be earnestly requested to bring the matter before 
their respective parishes and mission stations. 


Adopted. 
The Rev. Geo. W. Easter read the report of the Committee on 
Education. The report was adopted. 


The Committee on Religious and Theological Education respectfully re- 
port that, according to the report of the Treasurer of the Diocese, $201.98 
were contributed to this fund the past year; $24.30 less than in the previous 
year. There was a balance on hand at the beginning of the last fiscal year 
of $266.18, making a total of $468.16 to draw upon for the purpose of the 
fund. Of this amount $350.00 have been expended for the proper objects, 
leaving a balance of $118.16 on hand June Ist, 1899: that is, $148.02 less 
than we began with the previous year. 

It is proper to add that there is in Zion church, Charles Town, a scholar- 
ship of $300 for the support of a student at The Theological Seminary of 
Virginia, not included in the Treasurer’s report. There are at the present 
time 10 postulants and candidates for Holy Orders; 4 young men will be at 
the Seminary next year and one willshortly be ordained to the Deaconate. 
Your committee do not know how many of these candidates and students 
need and will receive financial assistance, but probably it will be necessary 
to expend in this way not less than was required last year; so that there 
will be imperative need of increased contributions. Surely the Diocese 
ought to raise more than $200 per annum for Religious and Theological Edu- 
cation and we all know that it could and would do so if the Canon was 
complied with and the required collection made for that fund. We most 
respectfully commend the matter to the conscientious consideration of the 
clergy, and suggest that they select some Sunday morning in one of the 
ordination seasons, when we are taught by the church to pray for those to 
be ordained to any holy function to make a special appeal to their congre- 
gations and take offerings for this most important fand. We would sug- 
gest also that, as the Communion office requires an offering to be made at 
every celebration of the Holy Communion, it may be found a convenient 
way of increasing this fund to devote to it the offerings made on occasions 
of early Communion and celebrations on Holy Day’s other than Sundays, 
when there are such. These offerings are usually small, but in the aggre- 
gate they amount to a considerable sum.

in the Council. 

3rd. Your Committee call attention to a former rule of the Council that 
these collections be made quarterly. The Treasurer makes his payments 
quarterly, therefore he should receive the money quarterly and promptly. 

4th. Your Committee is of opinion that the assessment should be regarded, 
as laid upon the parish or mission, and, while for purposes of convenience, 
it may be divided among several churches, yet the payment made by the 
parish or mission should be credited upon the aggregate assessment laid 
upon it. 

5th. That these tables be placed just before the index in the Journal. 


Recommendation 1 was adopted after striking out the word 
one dollar. 
tecommendation 2 was laid on the table.

Resolved, That the Secretary have 600, or if in his judgment they are 
needed, 700 copies of the Journal printed for distribution.

Curis’ CHurRcH, CLARKSBURG, W. VA., 
July 26th, 1899. 

The Special Council of the Diocese met in this Church at 10 
o’clock A. M. 

The service conducted by the Rt. Rev., the Bishop of the Dio- 
cese, began with the ante-communion. The Rev. J. B. Britting- 
ham reading the Epistle and the Rev. G. A. Gibbons the Holy 
Gospel. 

The sermon was preached by the Rev. J. Addison Ingle of the 
Church’s Mission in China from the text Acts 1:24, 26. 

The Bishop administered the Holy Communion assisted by 
the Rey. J. Brittingham. 

Immediately after the service the Bishop calied the Council to 
order. 

The Secretary read the following notice: 


DIOCESE OF WEST VIRGINIA, 
* CHARLES Town, June 19th, 1899. 
In accordance with a resolution of the 22nd Annual Council, meeting in 
Trinity Church, Huntington, June 7-10, 1899, and acting under the provis- 
ions of Article VI and Article VII of the Constitution, the Bishop and the 
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Standng Committee of the Diocese of West Virginia, unite in calling a 
special Council for the purpose of electing a Bishop Coadjutor for the Dio- 
cese; and to transact such other business as may be brought before them. 
Said Special Council is called to meet in Christ Church, Clarksburg, on 


Wednesday, July 26th, at 10 A. M. 
Gro. W. PETERKIN, 


Bishop of the Diocese. 
G. A. GIBBONS, 
President of the Standing Committee. 

The roll of the clergy was then called. The following ecanon- 
ically resident in the Diocese and entitled to vote were present: 

Rt. Rev. Geo. W. Peterkin, D. D. LL.D., Rev. Geo. A. Gibbons, 
Rev. John F. Woods, Rev. Robt. Douglas Roller, D. D., Rev. 
Jacob Brittingham, Rev. C. C. Pearson, Rev. C. M. Campbell, 
Rev. 8. Scollay Moore, D. D., Rev. W. H. Burkhardt, Rev. A. J. 
Willis, Rev. W. H. Neilson, D. D., Rev. Geo. W. Easter, Rey. 
Robt. U. Brooking, Rev. F. A. Meade, Rev. John §. Gibson, 
Rev. Arthur K. Fenton, Rev. W. L. Gravatt, Rev. John R. 
Joyner, Rev. B. M. Spurr, Rev. Norman F. Marshall, Rev. | 
Luther W. Doggett, Rev. A. G. Grinnan, Rev. Jas. N. Deaver, . 
Rev. Thos. E. Swan, Rev. Nathaniel 8. Thomas, Rev. Thos. W. 
Cooke, Rev. Thos. E. Winecoff, and the Rev. Gerald Card. The 
Rev. H. L. A. Fick was also present but not entitled to a vote. 

A quorum of the clergy being present, the names of the lay 
delegates as shown by certificates in the Secretary’s hands, 
were then called and a quorum of the lay order noted. 

The Bishop declared the Council organized, and appointed 
the following Committee on Credentials: 

The Rev. W. H. Neilson, D. D., Mr. J. D. DuBois, 
The Rev. N. F. Marshall, Mr. J. T. Waters. 

The Rev. Dr. Moore announced that since the last Council, 
the Standing Committee of the Diocese of Florida, had given 
consent to the election of a Bishop-Coadjutor. 

The Rev. Dr. Roller offered the following resolution, which 
was adopted. 

Resolved, That when we come to the election of a Bishop-Coadjutor, the 
Bishop be requested to conduct a devotional service, to be immediately fol- 


lowed by silent prayer; after which without any nominations the Council 
proceed to take an informal ballot. 


The Bishop then read the following 
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ADDRESS. 


It is not my purpose to detain you from the great work which has 
brought you together today, by a long address on the many things the oc- 
casion suggests; but there are afew words of counsel and of cheer that I 
may properly speak. r 

It would be interesting to review the past twenty years, and mark the 
several steps leading up to the action you now propose to take, but it is not 
necessary, for I believe it is all fresh in our minds. I want, however, to 
say that my growing experience during these years, serves to confirm me 
in the judgment I have before given, that the Bishop’s work in West Vir- 
ginia, as I have conceived that work to be necessary, is beyond the power 
of any one man thoroughly and effectively to do. I have to thank God 
for continued health and strength, but as I grow older I cannot, with in- 
creasing demands, so increase the service I render, as to keep abreast of the 
rising tide. We have come then to this happy solution of the problem, 
that since the work cannot be stayed, and in our growing state ought to be 
still further extended, we will make such provision for additional episcopal 
supervision and leadership, as will enable us the better to proportion our 
efforts to the opportunities, which the good Lord gives us. 

It is a great gratification to me that the Diocese has seen fit to take such 
a step, while [ may yet be counted part of the working force; I shall hope 
that by the blessing of God their wisdom will be made manifest in such 
more abundant and more thorough episcopal work, as shall distinetly tell 
for the advancement of the Church, and the spread of the Gospel. 

While the main burden of this work must always fall upon the Parochial 
Clergy, there can be no doubt but that the Bishop may materially assist 
and encourage them in it. Ifhe be not too much pressed by a multitude 
of engagements, he may come to know the people better, and be more 
familiar with the workings of the various congregation, so that by judici- 
ous and timely advice, he may ‘check what might prove to be growing 
evils, and stimulateand guide to a more prompt and full discharge of duty. 

{fn such an extended field as ours, two men can appear and minister 
more in the character of friend and Pastor, than it is now possible for one 
to do, driven on as he must ever be in the hopeless effort to reach, however 
hurriedly and superficially, all points in his charge within the year. 
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The two can also far more efficiently and thoroughly look after the out- 
posts, and encourage and care for and minister to the scattered sheep of the 
fold, and so; much strength that now goes to waste, can be saved and de- 
veloped. 

I say all this to emphasize the thought that whatever may be the result of 
this Council, we are not met primarily to lighten anybody’s burden, but 
rather to arrange for a more thorough and efficient carrying on the com- 
mon work, which by God’s blessing has so grown upon our hands that the 
old machinery proves insufficient to secure the best results. I would that 
all our congregations could realize that this present day is the day of op- 
portunity, and that all the clergy could more fully recognize their increased 
and increasing responsibility. Weaim to cover the whole territory of West 
Virginia with our influence and organization, and even if our Parishes have 
limits, yet in the general care of our Church people and our common work 
for the extension of the Kingdom, there must be no forgotten or neglected 
places, but every man’s charge must extend out in all directions until he 
reaches the next man. I believe that we are on the eve of a great advance 
and to further this, we expect every congregation and mission and station 
and outpost—yes, every individual, however isolated—to work heartily to- 
gether. 

This is a point upon which in one way way or another I am continually 
insisting, and not without reason. <A careful study of our Journal, and an 
equally careful observation of our congregations as they meet from week 
to week in their various places of worship, will reveal the fact that we are 
continually failing to develop our strength for the common work, as we 
ought to do. 

To take a familiar illustration, looking at the Treasurer’s Report, we find, 
for instance, that of the places which are assessed and so are supposed to 
be canonically bound to contribute to the Fund for Religious and Theo- 
logical Education, that 47 out of 74, representing about 1,200 communi- 
cants, simply ignored the obligation. This may be an extreme case, but 
not too extreme to serve for an illustration, and in regard to contributions 
for this and other funds, when you consider that on an average, when the 
offerings are taken up, not more than from one-third to one-half of the 
members and friends of the Church may be present, itis not too much to 
say that the work of the Diocese ‘is often carried on by about one-half its 
numerical strength, and even though this one-half be the most able finan- 
cially, yet the material loss is great and the loss of interest and training in 
the great mass of the people is still greater. These things ought not to be. 
It is not right, it is not fair to those who are bearing the burden and 
heat of the day that so many stragglers from the advancing column 
should be allowed. Something more ought to be done. Something 
more can be done to bring the whole of our strength into line, and 
make it all tell. For this we want a more intelligent and courage- 
ous leadership on the part of the clergy especially, and also on the 
part of our Church officers in general, Just in proportion as these respons= 
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ible parties decline this delicate and difficult and far from agreeable task, 
will the work flag. I think that those who during these years have been 
standing up in the forefront of the battle have a right, especially at this 
time, to demand of all in authority that they will persistently and _ pa- 
tiently use every proper endeavor to utilize the latent power not yet called 
forth. 

To take another illustration more pertinent to our meeting here to-day. 
In accordance with a resolution of the last Council I appointed the Rev. 
Mr. Spurr as special agent to secure money and subscriptions for the Per- 
manent Episcopal Fund. I have had conference with him in the last 
week, and find that he has most faithfully and laboriously fulfilled his mis- 
sion. Such a task is far from an agreeable one, and calls for a courage and 
discretion which are by no means common. Iam glad to say here, that 
Mr. Spurr hasdisplayed both of those rare qualities ina very unusual degree. 
He deserves the hearty thanks of the Diocese for promptly undertaking and 
energetically carrying out a work of so unpopular kind as that of raising 
money. In this work he has ignored private considerations of comfort and 
convenience, to say nothing of the danger of imperiling his personal rela- 
tion to both clergy and laity by his uncompromising faithfulness to his 
trust, and in my judgment the work he has done has made possible the ac- 
tion we propose to take to-day. 

The particular point however, upon which I desire to insist to-day, is the 
inexpediencey, and the wrong of letting the matter rest here. The Report 
of the Committee made at the last Council, shows that by the ordinary 
methods the Diocese raised in twelve months, i. e. from June, 1898, to June, 
1899, in money and paper, about $8,500.00, and I find now, that since then, i. 
e. in the last six weeks, Mr. Spurr has raised about $7,500.00. In other words 
we have now in money and paper, the $16,000.00 we started to raise, more 
than a year ago. This, of course, is very encouraging. But there is another 
side to the question, which we may not altogether fail to consider, viz. 
this: whether since we have raised this $16,000.00 so easily, we ought to 
take it as the measure of our ability and obligation. 

Perhaps it does not at once appear how it can be said that the $16,000.00 
has been easily raised, but considera moment. It may be correct, in one 
sense, to say that the Diocese has raised $16,000.00 in the last thirteen 
months, for this particular Fund, but would it not be still more correct to 
say that about 300 persons in the Diocese have raised it, while the rest of 
our constituency, that goes up in the thousands, whether you count com- 
municants or adherents generally, have done absolutely nothing, and this 
because they have not been directly asked to do anything. 

This Council has pledged the Diocese to enter upon a work of great and 
common concern, but I must say that I think it both inexpedient and 
wrong for the Council there to commit the Diocese to so serious an under- 
taking without the intelligent and persistent effort to enlist our whole 
strength to sustain the enterprise. Your appointed agent goes in your hame 
to a person of some means, and says it is his or her duty to give $50.00 or 
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$100.00 or $500.00 to this fund. You say, it is well, and applaud his courage 
and energy, but why should not a like obligation to help forward the com- 
mon work be put to the conscience and adapted to the circumstances of the 
others, who constitute the great mass of the people, and who if they cannot : 
give their interest bearing notes for $50.00 or $100.00 or $500.00, can at least , 
for a short series of years, pay some much smaller sum, and so take their i 
place in line as also having interest in, and responsibility for, the mainten- +a 
ance and advance of the Church. 

Nothing would give this whole enterprise a greater promise of success 
than the cordial enlistment of our whole constituency in it; though taken 
individually their strength may be small, yet the aggregate will be very 
considerable, and far more valuable still will be the general interest enlist- 
ed and developed. 

If the man you choose, for Bishop Coadjutor, could know that his salary 
was provided by the united effort ofall, or at least the great majority of 
those who were to be his people, I think such a call would have far more 
weight with him than if it appeared that such salary was made up by the 
contributions of only afew, among the more well to do of our congregations. 

If we do not in some way take hold of this matter, and devise some 
method by which the great mass of our people may bear their part in this 
work, we will lose a great material assistance, far beyond what we can 
afford to lose, and also miss a grand opportunity to develope the active in- 
terest and sympathy of our people. 

Believe me that such recognition of them as a constituent part of the 
Church, by frankly pntting upon them their part of this common privi- 
lege and responsibility, would go far to increase their efficiency in every 
department of the Church work. ~ 

It is, I believe, a great mistake, to give way to the disposition to protect 
the great mass of the people from demands to support our general work, or 
at least to fail to adopt means to secure their continuous cooperation. We 
may be influenced by a tender regard for their small financial ability, but 
the mistake is just as great as if they were financially stronger. In all de- 
partments of our work I consider this the weak point in our administration. 
We not only do most of our work with only a part of a fraction of our nu- 
merical strength, but there is often no judicious, systematic, persistent effort 
to haye it otherwise. But’as we are now assuming so much greater respon- 
sibilities, we ought not to be content longer to have it so. It isnot only in- 
expedient, but it is hardly generous or fair to the comparatively few who 
are bearing the burden and heat of the day. . 

As to the method by which this may be accomplished, I venture to makea 
suggestion: Why can not the people be encouraged to give certificates of 
indebtedness for some small sum, say $5.00. They could be furnished in 
such a way that they could be easily signed and sent in to the Treasurer. 

These would involve no payment of interest, but having one dollar coupons 
attached could be cancelled in five years by redeeming a coupon each year, 
—or of course in a shorter time if so desired. 
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I believe there are many persons throughout the State—in this move- 
ment so far entirely ignored—who would be glad, if properly approached to 
assume one or more of these certificates. Thus our Treasury would be re- 
plenished and a wide spread interest in the general work would be fos- 
tered. 

If any better plan can be devised, by all means let us have it, but I 
think we who have inaugurated and so far carried through the plan of 
having a Bishop Coadjutor, owe it to ourgelves and to the Diocese to ap- 
peal to and enlist that large part of our constituency not yet put in touch 
with the movement. In my judgment we would meet with a response be- 
yond our expectations. 

The plan for developing the material assistance which such as advance 
demands along other lines of Church work, I have worked out in detail, 
and have fully made it known; for lack of a better, it may commend itself 
to you. For whatever else may be necessary beyond the personal activity 
of the Parochial clergy, the Convocations may well charge themselves, and 
make the more distinet effort through special visits and services, to keep 
even the farthest outposts and the most isolated members in touch with 
our Diocesan life and work, and contributors to it. 

I am lead to say all this because, I cannot but feel that it would be most 
unfortunate for the Diocese to settle down into the belief that, when we 
have elected a Bishop Coadjutor we have provided for the work for some 
years to come, on the contrary we will only have put ourselves in such po- 
sition that we can draw out our resources and make them tell as never be- 
fore. You may not at once see any great advance along new lines, or any 
remarkable crystallization of strength in old centers, yet I have faith to 
believe that in a few years, the difference will notably appear. You will 
certainly avoid that loss which must each year be more and more eperi- 
enced from a lack of service proportioned to the growing demands. Letus 
then hopefully and heartily and unitedly take up the work as it is now be- 
fore us, and who can doubt but that with God’s blessing upon us, we can, 
with the experience and prestige of the past, so strengthen and develope 
this beloved Church that it shall be more and more a power for good 
throughout the length and breadth of the State. Such is my desire and 
hope, and to this common work I bid you in the name of the Lord. 

And now with more immediate reference to the special work that has 
brought you together at this time, I shall venture, further, to suggest that 
this election be looked upon and entered into, not asin any sense a contest, 
but as a holy function, with reverence and holy fear. 

Your part, Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity, is as solemn aud re- 
sponsible as will be the-part of him whom you shall choose, and no one has 
a rigbt to embarrass the situation or complicate the problem, already diffi- 
cult enough, by allowing worldly methods and motives to appear, much 
less to prevail. You must remember that in nothing is greater difference 
of opinion developed than in our judgment about men, and there is no 
help for it. We must therefore be modest in the expression of our own 
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preferences, and widely tolerant of those who differ from us, even though 
that difference be extreme. And above all we must continually commit 
our way to the good Lord that he would give us a right judgment in all 
things, and over-rule our mistakes and short comings to the advancement 
of His Kingdom. 

In almost all gatherings of this kind, there are opportunities to say things 
that are telling because a little sharp, and thereis a temptation, especially 
whén we are hard pressed, to intpute motives or suggest reasons for adverse 
action, that are not creditable to those with whom we differ. But as 
Brethren in the house of our Common Father, let usin every thing be court- 
eous and kind, in honor preferring one another. 

IT cannot but take advantage of this opportunity to acknowldge the graci- 
ous and partial consideration which you have invariably, both as individ- 
uals and a Council shown to me during all these years, in which I have 
been coming in and going out among you. I may have been slow and un- 
demonstrative in acknowledging this, but Iam never forgetful of it. I ask 
you to give the like confidence and support to him whom you shall choose 
to bear with me the common burden. It shall be my effort in every way 
to smooth the path before him; not only to welcome him to the Diocese as 
a fellow-worker, but to treat him as a Brother, and make him feel, in all 
his ministrations, that he is with me a sharer in an undivided Episcopate. 

And now Brethren, I commend you to God, and I ask His blessin® upon 
you, and His gracious guidance in your important work. 


On motion the Council adjourned until 2:30 P. M.

Trinity CHURCH, SHEPHERDSTOWN, W. V4., 
Wednesday, June 6, 1900. 

The Twenty-Third Annual Council of the Diocese of West Vir- 
ginia, met in this Church this day at 10:30 o’clock a. m. 

Morning prayer was said by the Rev. G. A. Gibbons and the 
Rev. R. D. Roller, D.D. : 

The Ante-Communion was read by the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of 
the Diocese, the Bishop Coadjutor reading the Epistle. 

The Council Sermon was preached by the Rev. Norman Fitz- 
hugh Marshall, of Holy Trinity Church, Bramwell, from the 
text. 

The Holy Communion was administered by the Bishop of the 
Diocese, assisted by the Bishop Coadjutor. 

The Services ended, the Bishop called the Council to order. 
The roll of clergy and lay delegates was then called and a quo- 
rum being present, the Bishop declared the Council duly organ- 
ized, and appointed the following Committee on Credentials:

The Rev. R. U. Brooking. Mr. A. J. Martin. 

The Rev. Dr. Neilson moved that the order for Council be as 
follows: viz., meet at 9:30 a. m., take a recess at 12:30 p. m., 
meet again at 2:30 p. m., and adjourn at 5:00 p. m. 

On motion the Council took a recess. 
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2:30 p. m. 

The Bishop called the Council to order. Hymn 253 wassung 
and the Bishop said a collect. 

The Bishop appointed Mr. J. D. DuBois to act as trustee of 
the Episcopal Fund in the absence of Mr. R. M. Browne. 

The report of the trustee of the Episcopal Fund was then pre- 
sented and on motion was referred to the Committee on the 
Permanent Fund when appointed. 

On motion the hour for Morning Prayer during Council was 
fixed for 11:30. 

The Bishop presented to the Council the notification of the 
General Convention as to changes in the Constitution, etc., 
which on motion was referred to the Committee appointed at 
the last Council to consider this subject. The Rev. N. 8. Tho- 
mas having removed from the Diocese, the Bishop appointed in 
his place on this Committee the Rev. J. S. Gibson. 

The Secretary presented the report of the Trustees of the The- 
ological Seminary and High School, which was, on motion, re- 
ferred to the Rev. Dr. Moore with the request that he prepare a 
synopsis for publication in the Journal.

26 and the Rev. B. M. Spurr 11. 

The Bishop declared Mr. DuBois elected. 

On motion, the Council adjourned. 


Thursday, June 7, 1900, 
9:30 a. m. 
The Bishop called the Council to order. 
The Rey. J. N. Deaver read prayers. 
The minutes of yesterday were read and approved. 
The Bishop read his address as follows: 
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BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


It is with no ordinary pleasure that I meet you to day, my Brethren 
and Friends, at this our 23rd Annual Council, for I cannot but feel that 
since we last met, we have entered upon a new and most hopeful period 
in our Diocesan life. The great problem of securing proper Episcopal 
services for a widely extended, sparsely settled and rapidly developing 
Diocese—a problem that has confronted us most seriously during the 
past few years, has at length been happily solved. The deliberations 
of the 2ist, and 22nd Annual Councils, were happily consummated in 
the special Council meeting in Christ Church, Clarksburg, on Wednes- 
day, July 26th, 1899 at which time the Rev. W. L. Gravatt, Rector of 
Zion Church, Charlestown, was chosen Bishop Coadjutator. This elec- 
tion was reached by the absolutely free and untrammeled action of the 
Diocese, in dependence upon that Divine guidance which is still realized 
in the Councils of the Church, and I heartily congratulate you upon it. 
No choice could have been more grateful to me personally, none, I be- 
lieve, more acceptable to the Diocese, or having larger promise of use- 
fulness. As the Diocese has of its own motion, and without pressure 
from me, taken this important step, I may properly say that I think 
they have shown both wisdom and courage; wisdom in making provis- 
ion for a growing work before its increasing burden resulted in the 
disability of the Bishop, and courage in undertaking what larger and 
stronger Dioceses have deemed beyond their power. .-We now need to 
bend our energies to the work before us that the happy result may 
justify so unusual a measure. Until such time as we can get closer to 
the primitive model of small Dioceses, measurably within the capacity 
of one man to oversee, we shall need such helps as Bishops Coadjuta- 
tor, even for those not physically disabled, that they may be something 
more than confirming machines and traveling agents. Will you not 
pray for your Bishops, Brethren, that they may be wise and faithful in 
every relation and service, helpful to clergy and people, and in all 
things ensamples to the flock. 


JUNE, 1899. 


Wednesday 7, Sunday 11.—Trinity Church, Huntington—22nd Annual 
Council. At this Council after the report of the Rev. Dr. Neilson from 
the Committee on the Increase of the Endowment, showing contribu- 
tions and pledges to the amount of $8,633.70, it was resolved to appoint 
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an agent, or agents, to secure additional money and subscriptions, and 
also that the Bishop be requested to call a special Council for the pur- 
pose of electing a Bishop Coadjutator. The Bishop appointed as the 
agent, Archdeacon, B. M. Spurr. 

‘the usual meetings in the interest of the Woman’s Auxiliary, the 
Brotherhood, the Sunday School and Diocesan Missions occupied the 
days assigned; and on Friday, the 9th, the Bishop of Kentucky, as rep- 
resenting the General Board of Missions, addressed the Council, forci- 
bly setting before us our obligations in the common work, and stirring 
up our intelligent interest in the same. As we have not, in the past, so 
I trust we will never in the future, suffer local or Diocesan pressure to 
abate our zeal or paralyze our efforts in the greater interests of 
Christ’s advancing Kingdom. 

During this Council we had also a delightful social reunion, where be- 
sides speeches from our own members, we had helpful words from the 
Bishop of Kentucky and other invited cuests. 

Sunday, 11th.—In the afternoon I consecrated Grace Church, Kenovya, 
in the presence of a large congregation, and a member of the clergy, 
the Rev. Norman F. Marshall, formerly in charge, preached the sermon. 
It may be interesting to note that Grace Church, Kenova, is the old 
Emmanuel Chureh, Voleana. This Church was built at Voleano at a 
cost of $3,500.00, largely through the efforts of the late Mrs. W. C. 
Stiles, in the spring of 1870. On May 11th, of that year, Bishop Whittle 
held the first Episcopal service in the newly completed church, and 
confirmed five persons. At the Council of 1872, a Parish was formed 
consisting of Walker township, Wood County, and Ritchie County. On 
June 7%, 1873, Bishop Johns consecrated the Church as Emmanuel 
Church, and confirmed eight. For some years the Parish was flourish- 
ing under the care of Rev. Samuel D. Tompkins, but the decay of the 
town incident to the decrease in the oil production, brought the com- 
municants at length down to two or three, and the unused church 
seemed in a fair way to fall down the steep hill on which it was located. 
Under these circumstances it seemed best to save the uninjured ma- 
terial, and put it to good use in another plee. It was therefore, after 
proper consultation, removed to Kenova, and put into the hands of 
that small but earnest and active congregation, and under their wise 
and liberal management, became the basis of their present building, 
which is one of the most sightly Churches in the Diocese. The bell of 
Emmanuel Chureh was given to Christ Church, Williamstown. So we 
have carried out, as best we could, the spirit and intent of the original 
donors, and still use their contributions for the worship and service 
of Almighty God. 

In the evening, I conducted the closing exercises of the Couneil in 
Trinity Church, Huntington. As I was somewhat indispused, the Arch- 
deacon of the Diocese, kindly supplied my lack of service, and preached

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Sunday, 18.—Trinity Church, Shepherdstown. Confirmed 9. P. M., 
Good Shepherd Duffields. 

March 19.—Consecrated St. Johns Church, Harpers Ferry, and con- 
firmed four. The Rey. Geo. A. Gibbons preached the sermon. It was a 
satisfaction to see our congregation settled at last in their own home. 
Since my first visit to Harper’s Ferry on Sunday, October 6th, 1878, 
when I preached in the Lutheran church, assisted in the services by 
Rey. Dr. Mead and Rev. Mr. Leavell, our congregation has, as it were, 
been driven from pillar to post, worshipping in no less than five differ- 
ent places, including the old church we repaired, until now in the Provi- 
dence of God, they have the pleasure of using their own building, for 
which they secured a most admirable and central location. During the 
last year under the leadership of Mr. Gravatt, then Rector of Zion: 
Church, Charlestown, and with the unfailing help of mr. Geo. H. Childs, 
and other members and friends of the church, a suitable Rectory has 
been built, and now Rev. Chas. E. Shaw has been settled as in charge— 
dividing his time with Mt. Zion, Hedgesville. The outlook for the 
Church in Harper’s Ferry is brighter than ever before. 

Tuesday, 20—Friday, 23.—Attended the closing exercises of the ‘vheo- 
logical Seminary and High School, including meetings of the Board of 
Trustees, of the Education Society, and of the Alumni. The general 
condition of the Seminary and High School is such as to encourage 
every lover of those institutions. There have been about 100 students 
at the High School, and about 45 at the Seminary, and our financial 
condition is sound. These institutions merit the confidence and deserve 
the support of the Church. If every congregation that feels interest in 
them would give an offering during the year towards the increase of 
their endowment, the aggregate would be such as would soon enable 
us greatly to increase their sphere of influence. 

Friday, 23rd.--l preached the ordination sermon and ordained to the 
Dioconate Mr. Harris Bush Thomas; Rev. ——-—— presenting the can- 
didaie.

Thursday, 6.—Visited Salem, N. J., to confer with the Rev. Mr. 
Hannah about the wardenship of the Hall at Morgantown. 

Sunday, 9.—Preached in Trinity Church, Ononcock, Va. 

Thursday, 13.—By appointment attended the consecration of the Rev. 
James Bowen Funsten, as Bishop for the jurisdiction of Boise, in ‘lrin- 
ity Church, Portsmouth, Va. 

Sunday, 16.—St. Thomas’ Church, White Sulphur. P. M., School 
House, Howard’s Creek, confirmed two. 

Sunday, 23.—Chapel of Good Shepherd, Parkersburg. P. M., Grace, 
Tavennersville. 

Wednesday, 26.—Attended special Counciu in Christ Church, Clarks- 
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burg called to elect a Bishop Coadjutor, and transact such other busi- 
ness as might be brought before them. This Council proved to be the 
largest ever asembled in West Virginia; there being present 27 clergy 
and 58 laymen entitled to vote; and { am sure they feel under great 
obligations to the Rector and congregation in Clarksburg for the cor- 
dial welcome they extended, and the hospitable provision made for their 
entertainment. The session was marked throughout by manifest in- 
terest and equally manifest good feeling. The Council was in itself 
distinctly encouraging. Considering the condition of our congregations 
as widely scattered over a very large territory, so that attendance was 
on the part of clergy and laity accompanied often with great personal 
sacrifice, we may properly count that attendance as large and enthusi- 
astic. As the balloting through the hours of the afternoon and evening 
showed, the result, at length reached, was no foregone conclusion, but 
one to which we may feel that we were divinely led in the careful and 
intelligent use of our judgment and experience. We thank God and 
take courage, consecrating ourselves anew to the work which ¢he good 
Lord has called us to do in this part of His vineyard. 

Sunday, 30th.—Took part in the service at Trinity, Parkersburg, and 
P. M., conducted the service at the Light House. 


AUGUST. 


Sunday, 6.—Grace Church, St. Mary’s; held my first service in this 
new and beautiful church, A. M. and P. M., and confirmed one. We 
have thus secured a permanent foothold in this the most growing com- 
munity in Pleasants County, and look forward with confidence to the 
development of the mission. 

Sunday, 13.—The Rev. Dr. Moore being absent at my request to fill 
the pulpit of St. Thomas’, White Suiphur, I officiated A. M. and P. M. 
in Trinity Church, Parkersburg. 

Acting under the advice of my physician, I determined to suspend 
my visitations for a few weeks, and in pursuance of this plan I left 
Parkersburg on August 15, for an extended tour. While on this trip, I 
officiated in St. Bartholomew’s, Leetown, on Sunday, August 20th; in 
St. Paul’s Church, Wolfville, Nova Scotia on Sunday, September 13th; 
in St. Paul’s Church, Charlottetown, P. E. Island on Sunday, September 
10th; in the Cathedral, Portland, Maine, Sunday, September 17th, and 
in St. James’, Richmond, Va., on Sunday, September 24th. 

Resuming visitations in the Diocese, Thursday, September 28th, I 
preached in the Presbyterian Church, near Savannah, Greenbrier 
County. 

Friday, September 29th.—Presbyterian Church, Hillsboro, Pocahon- 
tas County. 4 
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OCTOBER. 


Sunday, 1.—Grace Curch, Clover Lick. At this service we had present 
five or six churchmen living from ten and twelve miles distant near 
Big Spring and Mingo. One of our greatest needs is to perfect some 
scheme by which we may gather together all such scattered members, 
and weld them into something like an organization, which shall be so 
far effective as to save them and their families to the church of their 
choice, utilize their interest and ability in maintenance of the services 
that are most accessible to them, and also enlist their interest in the 
general aggressive work of the church. I feel sure that along this line 
our convocations would find a wide field for their energies. In addi- 
tion to what the Bishops may do, in the way of visitations, the Convo- 
cations ought by such services as they may be able to provide, say at 
least once a year, to keep up good correspondence with all those mem- 
bers and friends of the church, who by reason of isolation are out- 
side of any organized work, and cut o.c from all church associations. 

Monday, 2.—Presbyterian Church, Huntersville. 

Friday, 3.—Presbyterian Church, Marlinton. 

Wednesday, 4.—St. James’ Church, Lewisburg. 

Thursday, 5.—Ascension Church, Hinton. 

Friday, 6.—Methodist Church, Athens. This was my first service at 
Athens. The village has more than common importance because it is 
the seat of one of our Normal schools. By services here we not only 
reach a few of our own people who are identified with the church in 
Princeton, but we touch another community, and particularly establish 
some associations with the many pupils who are gathered together 
from an extensive territory. 

Saturday, 7.—Church of the Heavenly Rest, Princeton. 

Sunday, 8.—A. M. and P. M., Princeton. 

Monday, 9.—Holy Trinity, Bramwell; confirmed one. 

Tuesday, 10.—Methodist Church, Welch. We are still working to- 
wards a building at Welch, but have not been able as yet to make a be- 
ginning. These delays are often depressing, but the result of long 
continued and faithful efforts are never lost. 

Wednesday, 11.—School House, Panther. 

Thursday, 12.—School House, Delorme. P. M., went on to ‘Lhacker, 
but owing to misunderstanding, there was no service. 

Friday, 13.—Stopped off at Williamson expecting to have service, 
but through some mistake, it had not been announced. At these last 
four places I found 12 or 15 members of our church, but it will be ex- 
ceedingly difficult to provide them with even occasional services. ‘he 
care of such scattered members is one of our great problems, and the 
problem assumes all the greater importance when you remember that 
by keeping in touch with them we are continually reaching and in- 


fluencing new communities, where even if it be not possible or expedi- 
3 
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ent to attempt to establish any organization, we may do an important 
work in that, while we preach the Gospel to the people, we may greatly 
help them to understand and maintain the faith of that Gospel by 
showing the spirit of our church, and spreading abroad a knowledge 
of her ways. 

Saturday, 14.—Bruce Chapel. 

Sunday, 15.—A. M. Bruce Chapel. P. M., Christ Church, Point Pleas- 
ant. In his ministrations from Point Pleasant, as a center, Mr. Grin- 
nan reaches Hartford, Mason and Spillman, up the Ohio River and Mor- 
gans, Buffalo and Poca up the Kanawha. There is enough work here 
for another man. / 

Sunday, 22.—Took part in the service in Trinity, Parkersburg. Pie 
preached in Grace Church, Tavennersville. 

Tuesday, 24; Thursday, 26.—Attended the Missionary Council in St. 
Louis. 

Thursday, 26—Friday, 27.—Attended a meeting of the House of 
Bishops in St. Louis. 

Sunday, 29.—A. M., Christ Church, Cathedral, Louisville, Ky. P. M., 
Calvary Church. 


NOVEMBER 


Sunday, 5.—In Mt. Zion Church, Hedgesville; preached a sermon ~ 
memorial of the late Rev. W. T. Leavell, for many years the Rector of 
this Church, and the oldest presbyter in the Diocese. As was to be 
expected on account of his age (83) Mr. Leavell had not been strong for 
some years, but with wonderful energy and unfailing interest he had 
kept up his work to within a few months of his death. As his judg-' 
ment and decision were largely instrumental in forming the Diocese, 


so his hopeful spirit and ready help were a constant source of strength. 
We all looked upon him as our Father in the Church, and we thank 


God for the good example of this His servant, who now rests from 
his labors. P. M., Trinity Church, Martinsburg; preached, and had the 
pleasure of welcoming the new Rector, the Rev. Jno: S. Douglas. 
Tuesday, 7, In St. James Church, Richmond, Va., baptized an infant. 
Wednesday, 8.—In St. Paul’s Church, Richmond, Va., celivered an ad- 
dress at the unveiling of a tablet, memorial to the daughter of the late 
President Davis. 

Friday, 10.—By appointment, in Zion Church, Charlestown, took 
part in the consecration of Rev. William Loyall Gravatt as Bishop Co- 
adjutor of the Diocese of West Virginia. The Bishop of Virginia pre- 
sided, and he, with the Bishop of Washington and myself were the 
Consecrators. The Bishop of Lexington and the Bishop Coadjutor of 
Virginia presented, and these all, with Bishop Penick, united in the 
laying on of hands. The Bishop of Lexington preached the sermon. 
Thus in not quite twenty-two years after my own election in Zion 
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Church, the same building, though greatly improved and beautified, 
witnessed the consecration of a well learned and godly man to aid me 
in the growing work. Hitherto hath the Lord helped us. 

Saturday, 11.—In St. Philip’s Church, Charlestown, I ordained to the 
Priesthood, the Rev. James N. Deaver. The Rev. A. J. Willis presented 
the candidate, and the Rey. Geo. L. Bragg preached the sermon. These 
with the Rev. W. V. Tunnell united in the imposition of hands. By his 
faithful and successful work at St. Phillips Church, Mr. Deaver pur- 
chased to himself a good degree. His work has special claims upon our 
interest and support, because it is the only organized work among col- 
ored people in the Diocese, and is likely so to remain for a long time. 
What we can do then towards the solution of that great problem that 
confronts the American Church and the American people, viz: the 
spiritual care of a vast and rapidply increasing. population—comph- 
eated as that probiem is by political and economic difficulties—may 
well find expression in fostering this work, which is most hopeful in 
itself, and also manageable from its location and surroundings. 

Sunday, 12.—Zion Chureh, Charlestown, preached a sermon memorial 
of the late Mr. Leavell. At afternoon service confirmed one. 

Sunday, 19.—A. M., took part in the service in Trinity, Parkersburg, 
and P. M., preached. 

Saturday, 25.—Trinity Church, Moundsville. On this visit to Mounds- 
ville I was able to inspect the Reynolds Memorial Hosp..val, which has 
been established under the fostering care of Rev. Mr. Spurr near 
Moundsville. I found it in every way imposing and complete, and ad- 
mirably equipped to render most efficient service. ‘though not under 
tne control of the Church in the sense of being under the authority of 
the Council, yet as founded by Church people and by them managed, it 
is a distinct expression of church activity and zeal, and will no doubt 
prove a blessing to the multitudes who may share in its ministra- 
tions. 

Sunday, 26.—St. Matthews’, Wheeling; confirmed twenty-one. This 
special visit to St. Matthews’ was made because of the approaching de- 
parture of the Rector, Rev. N. S. Thomas, to a new tield. Mr. ‘Thomas 
had been with us cnly a short time, but had so commended himseif to 
his own. people and to the Diocese, that we had all hoped his stay would 
be prolonged. We pray for Goa’s blessing upon him in the larger work 


to which he has been transferred. 

P. M., St. Andrews, Wheeling. At this chapel I had the pleasure of 
preaching to the largest congregation I have ever seen assembled in 
its walls. 

Wednesday, 29.—New York Missions House. Made the Annual Ad- 
dress at the meeting of the American Church Missionary Society. ‘This 
Society has not received from the Diccese or from the church at large 
the support it deserves. It seems to me that, in a comprehensive 


church like ours, that it has a most important place to fill. 
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DECEMBER. 


Friday, 1—Took part in a funeral service in ‘Trinity Church, Parkers- 
burg. 

Sunday, 3.—A. M., St. Johns, Brooke County. ‘this is one of the few 
country churches we have. It has, like many small churches, suffered 
much, not only from vacancies, but from constant change of Rectors. 
There seems now to be a revival of interest under Mr. Swan’s ministra- 
tions, and we look for brighter days. 

P. M., Christ Church, Wellsburg; confirmed seven. A long desired 
addition to this church, in the shape of a large vestry room, has lately 
been completed, and adds much to the comfort and convenience of the 
Rector and Congregation. 

Monday, 4.—Grace Church, Cresaps. This is another one of our 
purely country churches, which though with infrequent services and 
many losses by removals, bravely holds its own. 

Thursday, 7—Preached in the Presbyterian Church at Elkins. So 
far we. have been unable to start our church building here; but we 
trust the good example of the congregation at Davis will stimulate and 
guide these people. 

Friday, 8.—Preached in the Court House, at Parsons. In this grow- 
ing town we have three or four members, who earnestly desire the ser- 
vices of their church. 

Sunday, 10.—A. M. and P. M., St. Barnabas Church, Davis. This was 
the opening service in this church, which though not yet furnished, was 
temporarily equipped for use. The cost of the building has been about 
$800.00, and furnishes a good illustration of how much can be done in 
the way of churchly building for such a sum of money, (Mr. hish «f 
irafton holds service here once a month, as he also aoes at Elkins. At 
Parsons he has occasional services. 

Tuesday, 12.—Church Mission House, New York; attended a meeting 
of the Board of Managers of our General Missions. 

Sunday, 17.—A. M., Hartford. P.M. Mason. P. P. M., Spillman; con- 
firmed one. These are points in Mr. Grinnan’s widely extended field, 
which he cultivates with commendable faithfulness and energy. 

Monday, 18.—Morgan’s School House, on the Kanawha, about 15 
miles above Point Pleasant. This was my first service at this point, 
where we have two communicants. 

Tuesday, 19.—Preached in the Baptist Church, at Poca. Rey. Mr. 
Grinnan also cares for this point with oceasional services. 

Mr. Card 
has not yet been able to secure the clerical help he needs to enable 
him properly to care for his scattered people.

Monday, 22.—I spent with Bishop Penick in Fairmont to welcome him 
to the Diocese, and consult with him about the work in his immediate 
vicinity. 

Tuesday, 23.—Visited the Reform School at Pruntytown, and made 
two addresses to the boys. I was very much pleased with all that I 
eould see and learn, and came away convinced that these wards o7 the 
State are under wise management. P. M., In St. Matthew’s Church, 
Grafton, preached and confirmed four. 

Saturday, 27.—In Christ Church Cathedral, Louisville, Ky., attended 
services commemorative of the 25th anniversary of the Consecration 
of the Bishop of Kentucky. The occasion was grateful to me not only 
as a happy anniversary for my very dear friend and brother, but because 
T could congratulate the Diocese and the Church on his prolonged life 
and usefulness.

From this point two communicants have removed since my last Visit, 
and three others have connected themselves temporarily with other 
churches, so that the need for services is not so pressing as formerly. 

Im the 
large congregation there were five communicants, two of whom have 
since moved away. P. M., I preached in the Union Church at Glen Jean. 
As in other cases, so here, the constituency of this Union Chureh had 
lost their original interest and become somewhat disintegrated. It 
seems then fit that we should avail ourselves of the offer made by the 
trustees, and secure the church building for our services. An appeal 
has been made to the Diocese for $500.00, which amount seemed neces- 
sary over and above what our own people at Glen Jean could raise, 
and although the whole amount has not as yet been secured, I consider 
that enough has been done to secure the property. 

Monday, 5.—I met Bishop Gravatt and a committee from the va- 
rious congregations in Greenbrier County, at Ronceverte, to consult 
about such re-organization of the work in that county as would con- 
solidate the whole territory into one Parish. Unusual interest was 
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developed, and I look for the best results. Rev. Mr. Thomas, the 
Deacon in charge, has, in addition to his own proper work, given much 
time and labor to the field recently occupied by Rev. Mr. Marley, com- 
prising at least eight points. In our present weak condition such 
diffusion of efforts seems to be often necessary in spite of the manifest 
disadvantages.

P. M., By special invitation 
of the Ministerial Association, I preached on temperance in the Pres- 
byterian Church, Huntington. 

Wednesday, 4.—Trinity Church, Parkersburg. P. M., Made an address 
at the Light House. 

Thursday, 5.—Trinitv Church, Parkersburg. 

Friday, 6.—Trinity Church, Huntington. 

Saturday, 7.—At Montgomery, I met the committee of Calvary 
Church, to consult about the mission, the Rev. Mr. Joyner having ex- 
pressed a desire to be relieved, on account of ill health. I determined 
to carry out a long cherished plan and to put Montgomery and Powell- 
ton into one combination, and make a separate charge of other points 
from Ansted to Glen Jean. Here we are confronted by the constantly 
recurring problem, i. e., how to care for the scattered people who earn- 
-estly desire and need our services, and who yet live so far one from 
the other, that but few of them can be gathered together in any one 
place. And yet, while this immensely increases the present difficulty of 
administration, I have faith to believe that, with faithful and judicious 
work, it gives large promise for the future, as it gives s0 many more 
centers of influence, and makes so many more points where the ser- 
vices of our church are sought after and weleomed, I may properly say 
by the whole community. 

Sunday, 8.—A. M., Calvary, Montgomery. Since my last visit to this 
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church the hand of death has been busy in the removal of two of those 
who were most interested and most helpful in our work, Mrs. Wm. f. 
Johnson, and her brother Mr. W. T. Leavell, have in the Providence of 
God been both carried to their rest. They will be sadly missed in the 
community and the church. P. M., Preached in the Hall of St. David’s 
Mission, Powellton, and confirmed six. I have placed the Rey. Mr. 
Doggett in charge of Powellton and Montgomery, and believe that he 
will be able to greatly strengthen these missions. Notwithstanding 
manifest difficulties ,the work here is important and has good promise. 

Monday, 9.—Churech of the Redeemer, Ansted. 

Tuesday, 10.—I preached at Raleigh Court House. <A railroad is 
nearly completed to this point, and large coal works will soon be 
opened. We have only about six communicants, but they are devoted 
and earnest, and a determined effort will be made tu supply them 
with services. . 

Wednesday, 11.—Ascension Church, Hinton. 

Thursday, 12.—Church of the Messiah, Alderson. This Church, 
though in Monroe County, was by the action of the Council some years 
ago associated with the church at Lewisburg and Ronceverte, in what 
was called Greenbrier Parish. A petition will come before this Coun- 
cil asking for the dissolution of this Parish, and the formation of a 
new Parish, with limits conterminous with Greenbrier County. If 
such petition be granted, it may necessitate some change in adminis- 
tration. 

Friday, 13.—Preached twice in Ascension Church, Hinton, and at the 
evening service confirmed three. 

Sunday, 15.—Easter Day. I preached twice in St. Mark’s, St. Alban’s, 
and also at St. Johns, Scary. 

Thursday, 19.—Attended a meeting of the House of Bishops in New 
York, called to consider the resignation of the Right Rev. H. M. Jack- 
son, D. D., Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Alabama. The resigna- 
tion was accepted, and the office declared vacant. Since that time 
Bishop Jackson has been suddenly taken away from the field of his 
earthly labors. He was unwell at the time of our meeting in New 
York, but no one anticipated such a result of his sickness. Surely, in 
the midst of life we are in death, and the solemn warning is to us all 
“Be ye also ready, for in such an hour as ye think not your Lord will 
come.” . , 

Saturday, 21—Saturday, 28.—As an appointed Delegate, during these 
days I attended the Ecumenical Conference of Foreign Missions in New 
York. Such meetings are well calculated to raise the tone and temper 
of the whole church, and inspire thoughtful earnest minds everywhere 
with a more intense desire to advance the Master’s Kingdom. Perhaps 
the most noteworthy feature of this great gathering, as many men of 
widely different church politics, and various confessions of faith met 
lay after day, was their manifest thorough loyalty to Christ, the 
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Common Master of us all. The spectacle of so many men and women 
from all parts of the world, and representing so many different organi- 
zations, and such a varied constituency, cordially uniting in brotherly 
consultation, that they might profit by each others’ experience in the 
mission field, and sustain one another by the deeper realization of 
their Christian fellowship, and gain such knowledge of the conditions 
and prospects of the general work as to enable each factor to be most 
judiciously placed and most efficiently used, was in every way helpful 
and inspiring. 

_What we all need to learn, far more than we have ever yet done, is 
that the making Christ known upon earth is not only a duty but the 
paramount duty of the Christian church today. Too often the ease 
is that the churches, as well as individuals, have it in mind to do some- 
thing more in the mission fields, when they have satisfactorily met 
some local need, which though pressing in a certain sense, i. e., gratify- 
ing to the taste and perhaps comfort of the people, has after all really 
but little to do with the coming of the Kingdom. Would it not be well, 
sometimes at least, to weigh over against the comfort and satisfaction 
to be derived from new carpets, and better organs and stained glass 
windows and frescoed walls, and embroidered hangings and jewelled 
plate, and all that sort of thing, the immediate pressing duty of the 
Church to carry the Gospel to the present generation, sv rapidly pass- 
ing away. I fear that our people generally do not generally care 
much for the coming of the Kingdom—do not greatly pray or labor 
for it; and I say this because whatever people may give or do, some 
marks of proper concern are entirely wanting. Compare, e. g., their 
interest in secular matters with that which they manifest for the 
Kingdom of God. Do you not suppose that. the most, if not all, of our 
3,000 families in the Diocese, take one or more secular papers to keep 
them abreast of the times in local matters, and the great march of 
events throughout the world? But how few of them, comparatively, 
take any proper means to inform themselves about the condition and 
progress of Christ’s Kingdom, and the loud ealls for laborers to go into 
His Vineyard? 

T do not know how many of our 3,000 families take any of our 
church papers, but the General Secretary of our Board of Missions 
tells me that only 25 copies of the Spirit of Missions were taken in 
West Virginia last year. I must confess that I was both mortified and 
grieved at the statement. Such number is utterly inadequate to inform 
our people, as they ought to be informed, as to the great campaign, 
and to guide them in any way of helpfulness. If to embue men with 
the missionary spirit you must acquaint them with the missionary en- 
terprise, how can you expect under the condition of things I have de- 
seribed, that our people can know what God is doing for the world, 
and hear His calls for their service? 

I suggest that the clergy make more and determined, persistent ef- 
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forts to increase the circulation of the Spirit of Missions; and further 
that the elected and appointed members of the Missionary Council, 
from this Diocese, constitute a standing committee which shall have 
under consideration the whole question of our more cordial co-opera- 
tion in the general Missionary Work of the Church at home and abroad, 
and by such methods and agencies as may commend themselves to 
their judgment, that they seek to stir up the wills of our people to a 
more determined and Christ-like purpose, and call forth their ener- 
gies for a more faithful and self-sacrificing service. 
Sunday, 22.—I preached in Grace Church; Brooklyn. 


MAY. 


Tuesday, 1—Wednesday, 2.—These days were consumed in the duties 
connected with the meeting of the trustees of the Seminary and High 
School. We have this year from West Virginia eight boys at the High 
School and six students at the Seminary. 

Sunday, 6.—St. John’s, Charleston; confirmed four. P. M., St. Mat- 
thews, South Charleston. 

Tuesday, 8.—Attended the Annual Meeting of the Board of Managers 
of our Missions in New York. At this meeting there was proposed and 
adopted a resolution cutting down the appropriations to organized Dio- 
ceses, at the rate of 20 per cent per annum until the whole item be 
stricken from the list. This makes a reduction of $200.00 on our ap- 
propriation for the next year, beginning with September 1, and will 
probably render necessary a readjustment of our whole missionary 
scheme. No doubt there are cases where this policy will inflict hard- 
ship, for many of our organized Dioceses are missionary in all save the 
name, and that through a series of years they have by great effort 
borne their own expenses of administration, instead of putting them 
on the general church, as in the case of Missionary Jurisdictions. We 
ouselves are in just this condition, and have greatly vahied and profited 
by the nursing care of the General Church; at the same time there 
can be no doubt but that constant help does foster a spirit of depend- 
ence, and to that extent hinder the growth of that self help, which 
ought to manifest itself more year by year in Parish as in the Diocese. 
It is a very serious question how far we ought to go beyond the capa- 
city, and desire of the people to help themselves, and almost gratuit- 
ouslv provide services which they soon come to accept as their due, 
and for which in proportion as they are freely provided, they show 
great lack of appreciation. The idea of small congregations, that can 
and will raise only two or three hundred dollars, demanding resident 
Pastors is one consequence of our defective administration in the past. 
We are having difficulties in the Diocese, at this very time, by the 
pushing of such demands which are unreasonable in themselves, and 
immensely complicate the problem of the combination of various 
points under one administration, and their cordial co-operation. The 
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self-support of one, or two, or five, or ten, or twenty places and their 
cordial co-operation, ought to be the rule; with such occasional and 
temporary assistance as may tide them over times of difficulty, or 
help to establish the Church in some important centre. It is pleas- 
ant to find the people enthusiastic about the prospects of the Church 
in their immediate locality, but it is entirely possible that they may 
be as far off in their calculations about church growth as others have 
been in predicting material development in places they were willing 
to demonstrate must be important strategic points. I believe that 
though the progress may be more slow, that it will be more sure when 
there is a better proportion preserved between the efforts of the peo- 
ple and the services provided for them. 

As far as this particular reduction of 20 per cent per annum affects 
us and others, it is only proper to consider that the proposed change 
seems less radical than it might otherwise appear to be, when you 
remember that we have already at work a general auxiliary society. 
I refer to the American Church Missionary Society, which would in 
many cases be able to supplement the work of the General Board and 
_ Supply their lack of service in the organized Dioceses. The Board 
of Missions, representing the General Convocation of the Church, may 
be under a pressure to apply its resources to purely missionary juris- 
dictions, which does not effect a voluntary and independent society, 
such as the American Church Missionary Society. The terms of its con- 
cordat with the General Convention exclude it only from those Foreign 
Fields already occupied by our organ.zeu missions; in all other places 
it has a free hand; and perhaps it has been providentially preserved, 
through troublous times, partly for this, that while the policy of the 
General Church may determine to leave the work in organized Dioceses 
out of its scheme, yet that work, still in many places important and 
necessary, may have in its time of need a fostering care not else- 
where to be found. 

Wednesday, 9—Thursday, 10.—Attended the Sessions of the Eastern 
Convocation in St. Bartholomew’s Church, Leetown, and made an ad- 
dress at the afternoon service on Thursday. The Sessions were marked 
by spirit and interest, and the full and constant congregations, morn- 
ing, afternoon and evening, showed the appreciation of the people. 
There were present day by day representatives from Mr. Willis’ three 
churches, and the cordial hospitality of the Leetown congregation, 
in their improvised Parish House, was most heartily enjoyed by us all. 
The Bishops have inaugurated the plan of being present at and re- 
maining through the meetings of all the Convocations, and I believe 
good results will follow. The effort is to make the people of the Con- 
vocations, but especially the clergy, realize more their personal re- 
sponsibility for the spread of the Church, and for the care of its out- 
posts within their bounds. So far, I think the Convocations have de- 
pended too much upon the meetings themselves, which, though impor- 
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tant and helpful locally, and also effective in promoting a better ac- 
quaintance and understanding between the workers, are after all not. 
so much gatherings for work, as for conference about work. It is not 
so much the programme of services adopted and carried out at your 
semi-annual meetings, that gives the Convocation vitality, as the work 
done between their meetings. Our Councils would soon lose their 
power unless they were the point of record for past labors, and the 
point of departure for renewed effort. Let the present work of the 
Convocations be, with the assistance of the Bishops, one of whom 
will be present at each meeting, to review more closely their own field,. 
and to consider how they may more effectually aid in Church maint- 
nance and extension throughout their bounds. 

Sunday, 13.—Grace Church, Middleway, confirmed seven. P. M., 
Christ Church, Bunker Hill, Rev. Mr. Willis kindly drove me over to 
Bunker Hill, where I was met by Rev. Mr. Douglas, of Martinsburg; a. 
large congregation was present in this old historic Church, where it 


is always a pleasure to have service. Death and removal has made 
sad havoc in our Congregation here. We have not now so much as a 


half a score of members, although the Church building is generally 
well filled for service. P. P. M., Trinity Church, Martinsburg. 

Sunday, 20.—Preached twice in All Saints’ Church, Union. ‘This Par- 
ish has officially adopted the plan of offerings which I have recom- 
mended to the Diocese, and I cannot but believe that a general co- 
operation in this or some similar plan would much promote the ef- 
ficiencty of our Congregations both in loeal and general work. 

Monday, 21.—Had a reception at the Rectory, and also met the Ves- 
try in conference. 

Tuesday, 22.—I had an appointment this day at Rush Run, but on ar- 
riving in the neighborhood found the service had been given up on ac- 
count of some cases of small-pox in the neighborhood. 

Wednesday, 23.—Preached in the Presbyterian Church at Dubree. 

Thursday, 24.—Preached in the School House on Keeney’s Mountain. 
These two points would furnish ample work for a man. It is, How- 
ever, the same old story. We have to put them off with an occasional 
service and very little pastoral care. At the four contiguous points of 
Nuttall, Caperton, Dubree, and Keeney’s Mountain, there are upwards 
of forty communicants. When we are able to put into operation the 
plan just adopted of placing a man at Ansted, to care for the field 
from that point up as far as Glen Jean, we hope for better work at 
these places than in the past. 

Friday, 25.—Attended the annual meeting at the Sheltering Arms. 
Hospital. The official reports of the Treasurer. and Superintendent 
showed a gratifying condition of affairs. During the year closing 
May, 1899, we had 144 patients involving 4,271 nursing days and cared 
for at a total cost of $4,735.77, or at an average cost for each patient 
of $1.11 per day. For the year ending May 1900, we had 210 patients 
involving 5,950 nursing days, cared for at a total cost of $5,672.20, or 
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an average cost for each patient of 95 1-3 cents. I found 22 patients 
under treatment at the time of our meeting. We have not yet been 
able to carry out the plan for a training school, but believe we are 
working gradually towards it. 

Sunday, 27.—I preached twice in the Church of the Redeemer, Ansted. 
Rev. Mr. Thomas, of Ronceverte, has been holding service here, as in 
other places in this part of the field, once a month. This is however too 
extended a work for him to keep up. 


JUNE. 


Sunday, 3.—Christ Memorial Church, Williamstown, P. M., Chapel of 
the Good Shepherd, Parkersburg. 


SUMMARY. 


I have paid 114 visits to 89 places in the Diocese, and had 35 services 
and meetings outside. Sermons and addresses 175, confirmed 88. ag 
may add that the number confirmed by the Bishop Coadjutor has been 
146, making the total number confirmed since the organization of the 
Diocese 4,892, which is perhaps rather more than the present number 
of our communicants. Some persons have expressed surprise that 
our number of communicants-should not be very much larger, but they 
fail to realize how great the loss is year after year by death and by 
removals. In the years of our Diocesan life this loss would amount to 


no less than 3,000.

THE SPECIAL FUND. 


In making report of my special fund, I can only call attention to 
what I have, time and again so often said before, that although its work 
is quietly done, I believe that there is none more effective in its general 
results. It is designed to meet those special emergencies, for which 
no other provision is made, and so with the intimate knowledge I get 
in regard to necessities of all kinds, from the fact that I am behind 
the scenes. I make appropriations as needed directly to supplement 
small salaries or deferred payments, to meet extraordinary expenses, 
travelling or otherwise, to have needful printing done, and helpful lit- 
erature distributed, to help build and improve Rectories and Churches, 
to help the Diocesan Missions, or the Sheltering Arms Hospital, to as- 
sist young men studying for the ministry, to supply vacant Churches 
and to do many other things that touch our work, as occasion may re- 
quire. I am not going to read the report in detail. It will be found 
printed in the Journal. In the effort, however, to convey a definite im- 
pression I would say that the total amount given by our Churches in 
West Virginia was $952.60, while if all our congregations had con- 
tributed in the same ratio as this congregation in Shepherdstown, the 
fund would have amounted to about $3,000. I do not believe that these 
good people have been impoverished by their liberality. If all had 


closely followed their example many wants would have been met and 
many enterprises substantially encouraged. The manifest moral is 
‘oo and do thou likewise.”

It is gratifying to believe that the general scheme for the offertory, 
which I have been putting forth in gradually perfected form, from 
time to time, during the last few years, is growing in favor. As I 
have frequently said, the details are more or less immaterial—the great 
principle is what I desire to see accepted and applhed, and I am con- 
vinced, from my experience and observation, especiially during the 
last year, that the plan is steadily gaining ground. On further con- 
sideration it will be found to commend itself, not only because on ey- 
ery Sunday without regard to their attendance on service, it rallies to 
the support of the designated object the whole numerical strength of 
the Diocese, as compared with the half, or third, or fourth, or less part 
now reached, but also because by putting the responsibility of the local 
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maintenance of our services where it belongs, that is on the Church ofti- 


cers, it encourages, if not compels them to such active and thorough 
work as must tend to the increase of their interest and the constant 
development of their efficiency. The business interests of the Church 
should not be made dependent on the chances of a public meeting, any 
more than any other business interest—it is not good business to make 
them so. The ofiticers who are from time to time appointed or elected 
to superintend and provide for the finances of the congregation, ought 
to know their constituency—they have six working business days in 
which to approach them, and secure their cooperation. In this way 
they can do it more decently and effectually, so that when we assem- 
ble to worship Almighty God we shall be able to confine ourselves to 
that worship, and not take adventage of the occasion to pay up our 
dues for certain things we have bargained for, under the colour of 
having our alms as well as our prayers, go up for a memorial before 
God. So we are to eall out our whole strength for the benevolent and 
aggressive work of the Church, and so we are to train up our people 
to an intelligent and business-like administration of their affairs. 


DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 


‘The general subject of our Diocesan Missions will be brought before 
you by the Report of the Committee, which will in due time be read. 
Nothing demands your more deliberate and careful consideration. The 
great problem before all missionary Boards is “How to extend needed 
help to weak congregations, and at the same time develop that self- 
help which the congregations themselves must exercise for their proper 
rrowth, and which the exigencies of our aggressive work imperatively 
demand. There is danger of error in both directions. We may err 
if we adopt a too liberal policy, and on the other hand we may err if 
we are too economical and exacting. As far as we, in West Virginia, 
are concerned, I believe we have erred rather in the first than in the 
second direction; that is our policy has been too liberal, rather than 
too exacting. Not that we have not had large encouragement in our 
work, and have teen yermitted to see such development, in certain 
places, that they have grown out of their dependent condition, and 
become themselves centres of influence and power, but for all that, 
there is much to be desired, and since in more cases than one, when 
“we have been able to bring to bear a proper pressure upon a congrega- 
tion it has risen up wonderfully to a conception of duty, and shown 
an ability to perform it, we cannot but think that there is in other 
eases not yet fully tested, still great room for improvement. ‘There 
can be no doubt, but that the fact that there is a fund to assist weak 
congregations in caring for their Pastor, creates an undue depend- 
ance upon it. The question comes up in the mind “Why should not we 
share in the general distribution?” and so, some look to this fund who 


ought to depend wholly on their own exertions, and some eling to it 
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long after they have grown out of such infant condition as made their 
first dependence natural and even necessary. Here is room for great 
searching of heart. 

There can be no doubt but that our Diocesan Missionary work is 
the chief thing which, as a Diocese, we have to attend to. With us 
aggressive work is to be diligently followed, not only on its own ac- 
count, which perhaps would be sufficient reason, but also because 
necessary for maintenance as well. The difficulties and hindrances of 
many kinds, in the way of the successful prosecution of our Diocesan 
b.issionary work, cannot be understood or appreciated by the 
mere casual observer, hardly by the majority of even the 
most interested and intelligent of our people.—It is so ex- 
ceedingly hard for most people to rise above the consideration of 
their own local needs, and assign themselves and their work their prop- 
er relative place in the general scheme. The problenis we have to do 
with are varied. They relate to men, and money, and cooperation, 
and the further and very difficult matter, already alluded to, how to 
help congregations without making them dependent, and practically 
allowing them to impose upon the Diocese by shifting upon it burdens 
they ought themselves to bear. As an illustration of what I mean, 
1 may tell you that I have heard only in the last few months of a cer- 
tain Church officer saying to another, “We will not concern ourselves 
much about the salary of our minister because-the Missions Committee 
will pay the most of that.” Such a remark was hardly fair or gen- 
erous. Perhaps the spirit it indicates may be altogether exceptional. 
I hope it is,but on the other hand it may be a straw indicating which 
way the wind biows. I am convinced we would have a more hearty 
co-operation if our congregations would learn to look more beyond 
their own limits, and accustom themselves to consider interests other 
than their own. In the distribution of Missionary money, and in the 
arrangement of services, no place stands alone. Other places are to 
be considered and provided for, and it is just possible that in such dis- 
tribution and arrangement, the individual congregation which has 
necessarily a rather narrow horizon, is not absolutely the best or 
most impartial judge of its own relative position or importance. For- 
eetful of this, congregations sometimes make unreasonable demands 
—demands for independence, for increased services, for resident pas- 
tors, while they are stil very far from self-support. They see their 
own needs very closely—perhaps better than any one else—but they 
do not see other needs which press with equal and it may be superior 
demand upon the Diocese, which is to care for all. 

It is pleasant to note the zeal which such demands may indicate, but 
it is not pleasant, nor is it encouraging, when, with but little regard 
paid to the general interest of the Church for which we are all respon- 
sible, unreasonable demands are made as a condition for co-operation. 
There are often considerations of which the public know little or

nothing that determine policies that are sharply criticised. As e. g. 
I was asked a few years ago by a gentleman interested in our 
church, and living in a growing town of perhaps 1500 population, how 
it was that our minister who had charge of this whole section of the 
country, gave to them only one Sunday in the month, while to a much 
smaller and less promising town, he gave two Sundays. The simple 
answer was that the small place contributed $250.00 a year to the sup- 
port of the work, while the larger place gave but $75.00; and this 
$250.00 was contributed on the condition of residence and two Sundays 
each month. And so often we are not entirely free-handed to do the 
best thing absolutely, but must rather be content to do the best that 
we can do, under all the circumstances. 

It is comparatively easy to state in detail the difficulties, or if You 
choose, what the interest of the work imperatively demands, but it is 
not so easy to determine what we can actually do, under the prevail- 
ing conditions. I am going to make a few suggestions, which may at 
least avail to bring and keep the whole matter of our Diocesan work 
more distinctly before our minds. 

After a frank recognition of the difficulties and limitations that con- 
front us, some of them inherent in all missionary work, and some 
of them peculiar to ourselves, arising out, of local conditions; after a 
full knowledge of the scarcity of men and money and the difficulty 
of securing cordial co-operation between stations often awkwardly, 
but necessarily, put into one combination, and which really have no 
other resource but to stand or fall together, and also after confession 
of tie fact that even with the utmost care, our continued help may be 
an injury rather than a benefit, in short, after accepting the situation 
as it presents itself, as too often, the problem of making brick without 
straw, the question still is, what are we to do? Well, for one thing we 
will not go on continually dwelling upon the difficulties less we become 
discouraged, we will not thresh out the old straw over and over again, 
for it were a waste of time, and we might deceive ourselves into think- 
ing that our talking amounted to work, when it was only multiplying 
words without counsel. It may be a lame conclusion to all this, to 
say, that I have nothing very definite to propose, but on the prin- - 
ciple that to take even one short step in the right direction is better 
than to stand absolutely still, I venture on a few suggestions: 

ist. Let the Convocations give their thought and energies more to 
this work, not by seeking to prepare at once some great scheme, but 
rather by the continued consideration of the subject with a view to the 
better adaptation of our limited resources both in men and money, to- 
wards the solution of the great problem. It is the purpose of the 
Bishops, as already announced, to attend the Convocations and to re- 
main throughout their sessions, and these meetings will furnish fit oc- 
easions for the more intelligent study of the work. In some way by 
them to be devised and carried out, the Convocations ought to hav 
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their hands upon every man, woman and child within their bounds, in 
any way identied with the church, and ought to do something system- 
atically to minister to them, to sustain their loyalty, develop their in- 
terest and secure their more cordial co-operation in the local and in 
the general work. Owing to the increasing difficulty in supplying the 
smaller stations, and the inevitable loss in prestige and substan- 
tial resources resulting from frequent and long continued vacancies, I 
have been for some time gravitating to the idea that perhaps there 
was no better solution to the problem than to make the experiment of 
throwing all such unsuppplied places in a convocation intu an extensive 
circuit, and putting one man in charge, looking for such development 
of interest and strength, that after awhile, one or two or more congre- 
gations could be set off from the general combination and enjoy some- 
thing more like a settled pastorate. The comparatively small terri- 
torial extent of the convocations, as at present constituted, would read- 
ily lend itself to such a plan. You may say, that this is practically 
what we have been doing already. Yes, to a certain extent, but, some- 
what unmindful of the fact that our past advances have been substan- 
tially over these lines, our stations and missions are becoming some- 
what impatient and restless under the partial care they have been 
able to command, and do not co-operate as cordially as they might in 
such general working together. 

2nd. We must devise and perfect a scheme which shall ensure some 
kind of effective organization in the smaller places, and even among 
our most widely scattered people. All these must in some way be 
bound more closely to the Church in the way of interest and obligation. 
I have made some suggestions towards this end, in the way of circu- 
lars containing information and setting forth principles, accompanied 
by cards which were intended to express and fix the sense of personal 
obligation, and the binding force of a voluntary enrollment, but we do. 
not seem as yet to have arrived at a satisfactory conclusion. 

3rd. We should consider the propriety of prescribing some such 
scheme of offering as that which I have recently put forth, to all 
stations that receive help from our Missionary Funds, and to all our 
seattered people, as an important part of a scheme for a closer and 
more effective organization. These are very obvious and simple sug- 
gestions, but people generally do not think about these things, and so 
can hardly be expected to realize their bearing and importance. Ves- 
tries and Committees do not discuss them, and perhaps know and care 
very little about them. If we are to have any intelligent development 
would it not be well for some central authority which has thought the 
matter over and out, and considered the subject in its larger relations 
and bearings, thus to mark out the line along which our Church life 
may be most euiciently cultivated and developed. The advantage of 
some such plan as that proposed, is thas it strongly and continuously 
keeps before the minds of the people their relations to the Church in 
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the Diocese and in the world—stimulating their interest and insisting 
upon their obligation as extending beyond the narrow limits of their 
own congregation, and further that it emphasizes the duty of each or- 
ganization to care for its own, on strictly business principles, and puts 
the burden of such work where it ought to rest, i. e. not as a drag upon 
the public worship of tne Church, but rather as a sacred duty upon the 
officers who are elected for that puropse, and who to accomplish it are 


expected to use the usual business hours and methods, and so it cul- 
tivates and develops the congregation into more intelhgent and effici- 
ent and unselfish workers. And it is a serious question, if things are 
left very much to haphazard, simply to the discretion or indiscretion 
of changing vestries and committees who are continually falling back 
for current expenses upon the offerings taken up on occasions of 
public worship, and upon the spasmodic though laborious efforts of 
societies in the Church, whether there will be any such cultivation and 
development at all. 

We must by some means try to strike ‘out more decidedly than ever 
before for self support, and the people must be taught that, except 
under very unusual circumstances, they cannot expect the Gen- 
eral Church or the Diocese to provide them with church buildings or 
with services and pastoral care, so far beyond the capacity of the con- 
gregation, the demands of the community or the promise of the town. 
By what methods we can most surely secure that efficient working 
of our system, which we all aim at, is food for thought and demands 
effort and prayer in our Parishes and Convocations and Councils. We 
need wisdom and zeal for the work is great. 


THE GENERAL CLERGY RELIEF FUND. 


The General Convention has recommended that on Quinquagesima 
Sunday of each year all of our Congregations take up am offering for 
the General Clergy Relief Fund. I earnestly desire that we should 
all fall into line to help this Fund. Since the Church forbids her min- 
isters to engage in business for their support she must undertake it 
herself and especially when old age or infirmity creeps on, the assur- 
ance of such timely aid for self and family would give courage and 
hopefulness to many weary soldiers of the cross,and since it is one 
or those things that can be done, and easily done by a Sas effort, it 
must be one of the things that ought to be done. 

IT said, in my address to the Special Council in Clarksburg in July last, 
that after you had secured a Bishop Co-adjutor, you could not expect 
to see at once any great advance along new lines, or any extraordinary 
erystallizations of strength in old centres, but that I had faith to be- 
lieve that in a few years, the difference between the old and the new 
order would notably appear. And I remind you again that we have 
need, in thinking of this matter, to bear in mind the law of a healthy 
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growth.—If we will all together throw ourselves heartily into our work 
as it opens out before us, with the experience we have acquired throgh 
these past years of work, and the mutual confidence that so happily 
prevails throughout the Diocese, I doubt not but that we shall soon 
begin to see the fruits of our united labors. 

I cannot tell you how much I feel that the Diocese is strengthened 
by the presence in the field of the Bishop Coadjutor, and his hearty co- 
operation with me, and with all the clergy and people in our common 
work. Give us time to mature and develop our plans, and adapt them 
to the varying conditions of the work, time to bring the Convocations 
more into the line of aggressive work, time also to extend and strength- 
en our personal acquaintance with the laity as we meet them on Vis- 
itations less hurried than in the past, and we believe that more than 
ever our Diocesan organization will prove in every way aggressive and 
efficient. We desire everywhere to stir up personal interest in the 
work committed to us, and to fix upon all a sense of their personal 
responsibility for it. In no sense are Bishops, or even the Bishops 
and Clergy the Church, so to limit your conception as to invite failure. 
The divine rule is to every man his work, and so we pray for all estates 
of men in God’s Holy Church, that every member of the same in his 
vocation and ministry may truly and godly serve Him. 

Twenty two busy years have sped away since I came to West Vir- 
ginia to be your Bishop—twenty-two busy years, and but few are with 
us in our Councils now who were with us then. Still the succession of 
workers is maintained, and by God’s good hand upon us the work goes 
bravely on. During all these years, I have tried to give myself wholly 
to the work and with increasing gratitude to my dear poople, clergy 
and laity, the yoke has been easy and the burden light. We are not 
called upon to make formal expression of our feelings in the family 
circle—mutual confidences and affection is something taken for granted, 
Still I often wonder whether there ever was a more happy ecclesias- 
tical family than this we have here in West Virginia; and I ask myself, 
was there ever a closer relationship, a more helpful and affectionate 
association between a Bishop and his partial people. During these 
twenty-two years I have stood to you in the responsible position of 
leader, and, with the memories of these years fresh in our minds, I 
have found it in my heart to say these words of grateful acknowledg- 
ment to all those who with me have borne the burden and heat of the 
day. 


But now we turn our eyes to the future. It is big with promise, 
and loudly calls for increasing and united effort. With wise fore- 
thought, you have provided a helper with me to go in and out among 
you, to share my labors, to direct and counsel and lead. Brethren! 
pray for us, work with us, for the Kingdom is yours as well as ours. 
In your cordial co-operation we shall find a constant inspiration, and 
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so we shall at the close of the day come to the Master bringing our 
sheaves with us.

The Rey. Dr. Roller offered the following amendments to 
Canon vii, sections 1 and 2 of Title A, and asked that they be 
referred to the Committee on Constitution and Canons:

The Rev. Dr. Moore presented this report of the Ixecutive 
Committee of the Diocesan Missionary Society: 


In presenting last year the report of this committee attention was 
ealled to an apprehension, which was entertained that there might be 
some reduction in the aid rendered to the Diocese from outside sources. 
This apprehension has now been realized. The General Board has is- 
sued a notice to all the Dioceses aided by it that, in pursuance of a 
general policy, adopted by it, of the gradual withdrawal of all aid from 
Dioceses, its appropriation to us for the next year beginning on Septem- 
ber ist, will be reduced by 20 per cent. and this will possibly be fol- 
lowed by like reductions in succeeding years, until the entire appropria- 
tion has been wiped out. 

The immediate effect upon us will be a reduction of our income from 
this source by $200 next year and ultimately by $1,000. 

Thus we are confronted by “a condition, not a theory.” Our reve- 
nues, local and diocesan, must be increased or our missionaries, al- 
ready scantily and insufficiently supplied with means, must suffer. 
Something can be done, we believe, towards an increase in both direc- 
tions. No stipend paid by the Board to any missionary in the Diocese 
exceeds $200. The reduction proposed by the Board yould affect such 
missionary during the next year only to the extent of $40. When we re- 
member that most of the fields include a number of different points, it 
would be difficult to believe it impossible to increase contributions from 
these points by so small a sum, if a systematic effort to that end were 
made. We think also that by constant effort, especially if followed 
along the lines suggested in the address of the Bishop, considerable 
increase in the funds of this society can be made. We would urge, 
therefore, that every effort be made to effect such increase by thorough 
and systematic work in both directions indicated. During the past year 
the total receipts for this work have been $2,693.14, a falling off of 
nearly $300, as compared with those of the preceding year, when the 
highwater mark of gifts for this purpose was reached. The balance 
in hand at the beginning of the year was $1,112.14, which was, however, 
subject to a reduction of $500, transferred to the account of the

Permanent fund, leaving $612.14 on hand for Diocesan missions. The 
total expenditures for the year have been $3,060.26, of which $144.14 
were for the Church News for certain incidental expenses and the 
residue of $2,916.12 was for Missionary stipends. With this sum 28 
missionaries have been aided, of whom six have removed from the 
Diocese during the year and one has died. These missionaries have 
ministered in all sections of the Diocese to about 50 stations and some 
eighty dependent outposts with an aggregate of nearly 1,600 com- 
municants. Thus about one-third of the communicants of the Diocese 
owe to the missionaries of this society the care, which is extended to 
them by the Church. 

We urge upon you, therefore, dear brethren, earnest co-operation in 
the work of this society, sincere devotion to its interests, faithful pray- 
ers for the work and for those, who are engaged in its prosecution, and 
liberal gifts to its treasury.

The Rev. J. Brittingham, for the Committee on the State of 
the Church, presented the following report: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


In submitting the annual report on the State of the Church your 
committee feels that first of all the Diocese is to be congratulated on 
its providential selection of a coadjutor who has brought to our be- 
loved Bishop the assistance he sorely needed in this rapidly developing 
state of West Virginia. 

Almost everywhere throughout the length and breadth vf this moun- 
tain State God’s gracious providence is beckoning us to gu forward and 
possess the land with our incomparable Liturgy and historical polity 
and with the Gospel as this church hath received the same. And it 
would appear from the various sources of information as made by 
other committees that our people are disposed to obey the summons. 
Certainly it is pleasing to see the Church in West Virginia more awake 
than ever before to its responsibilities and privileges. We are also 
glad to note the encouraging account of the Permanent Fund. Three 
years ago it seemed an impossibility to raise $20,000 for this fund, but 
as a matter of fact we have actually in hand $21,258. In view of this 
‘unexpected development your committee does not hesitate to say that 
the certificate plan if properly and conscientiously pushed by the 
Rectors and vestries would within a few years enable us to support the 
Episcopate as it ought to be supported and the church could thereby ~ 
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be relieved of its annual assessment on the Bishops’ saiaries. Evidently 
there are latent possibilities which would surprise us if they were 
only called forth. 

The general financial condition seems good and the funds have been 
carefully administered. The contributions for parochial objects have fal- 
len short of those for 1899 by $11,064.79. For Diocesan objects there is a 
gain of $5,582.46, and for General objects outside the Diocese a gain 
of $571.31 over the amount given in the same year. This is a distinct 
encouragement and shows that our people are now awakening to the 
duty of lengthening the cords as well as strengthening the stakes. 
And well they may; for on all sides comes the ery “come over and help 
us.” Missionary work at home and abroad, works of benevolence and 
philanthropy, of education and sociological problems, the staying of 
vice and enlightening of ignorance in our cities are demanding our 
attention and we shall do well if we heed the ery, and rise to the full 
measure of our ability and opportunity. 

The number confirmed this year, has fallen short of last by 13, and 
the number of communicants reported are 261 less than last reported. 
The latter loss is due, no doubt, to the readjustments of Parish regis- 
ters. Your committee is sorry to say that there is a falling off in the 
number of Sunday Schools and also in the number of teachers and 
scholars. Otherwise the parochial statistics are decidedly encouraging. 
We are glad to note the building of the chapel at Harper’s Ferry and 
the payment of all indebtedness on St. Philips chapel, Uharlestown, and 
the consecration of the same. 

As to our spiritual growth this of course cannot be tabulated. We 
cannot weigh a sunbeam. It may fall upon the nicest balance, but it 
does not make it quiver at all. And so is it with the Spirit’s presence 
and work among His people. He is still with us as certainly as the 
sunbeam and working as quietly. The promise of the Master has not 
failed and will not; and therefore the Children of the Kingdom should 
always remember that the Church of the Living God is a power in the 
world in spite of difficulties, and that He is manifesting this power by 
other means than that of tabulated statements. We see so much of 
human progress and indeed Church progress by money and power and 
talent that we need to be reminded of the Prophet’s warning that it

Fully one-third of the Sunday Schools failed to re- 
port. We believe the failure is due to the fact that the clergymen of 
the several parishes and missions do not take the proper interest in 
this branch of the Church work, and in our judgment neglect one of 
the most vital of the agencies for the development of workers and 
givers in the church. 

From the Sunday School must come the Churchmen of the future, 
and we earnsetly urge that this branca be not lightly regarded. Re- 
ferring to the Advent offering we beg to say that if it is properly pre- 
sented to the children they will help materially in raising the assess- 
ment for diocesan missions and when they become communicants their 
interest will be so fully developed along this line, that our parishes 
will experience less difficulty in securing funds for the spread of the 
Gospel at home and abroad. 

We charge you all to make special eftort this year and we look for 
very material advancement in numbers and interest.

The Committee on Education reports: There are six men at the Semi- 
nary, all more or less supported by the Virginia Education Society.. 
There are also two such men at the University of West Virginia. 
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The Committee has paid $400 to the treasurer of that society. The 
receipts for the year are $491.78. We have a balance of about $200. Be- 
sides these amounts passing through the hands of the treasurer a 
scholarship from Zion Church, Charlestown, has been continued and be- 
sides special assistance to a student has been given by that place. 

For this considerable increase from individuals the Committee is 
thankful to God, and prays the increase of such gifts. 

The Joint Conference of all our Seminaries appointed a committee to 
investigate the whole subject of the supply of Ministers. 

After a year’s laborious investigation that Committee has lately pub- 
lished its report. It shows that the supply of efficient men is not equal 
to the demand. Therefore an emphasis is laid upon the importance of 
our work. . 

In view of the facts and in view of the necessity for men of native 
love for the Church. we urge a prayerful interest among the young 
men of the Diocese in the subject of entering the ministry. We also 
urge the faithful within our borders to pray for laborers and to give to 
the support of the society’s work at Alexandria.

The Bishop called the Council to order. The Rev. N. F. Mar- 
shall read prayers. 
The minutes of the previous day were read and approved. 
The Rev. John8. Gibson presented this report and the recom- 
mendations of the Committee were adopted: 


To the Council of the Diocese of West Virginia: 

The Special Committee to whom was referred the proposed altera- 
tions of the Constitution of the Church respectfully report: 

Your Committee have examined the proposed Constitution and find 
that in its main features it is substantially as it was before, although 
there are some alterations which we think this Council may desire to 
consider, and these we note briefly, and call attention to. 

In Article 1, Sec. 1, It is provided that “Either House may originate 
and propose legislation, and all acts of the Convention shall be adopted 
and be authenticated by both Houses. Hitherto the Huuse of Bishops 
has been required to pass upon propositions coming from the House of 
Deputies within three days after reception of the same, and if rejecting, 
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to give their reasons for so doing; under the new provision that House 
may ignore any action of of the House of Deputies and, inasmuch as its 
sessions are private, none of its reasons therefore be known. Is it not 
a dangerous power to give the House of Bishops? 

Article V. provided for the formation of a new Diocese “by the junc- 
tion of two or more Dioceses or of parts of two or more Dioceses,”’’ 
under cannonical permission. 

Article VII. provides for the union of Dioceses and Missionary Dis- 
trists into Provinces, by cannonical enactment, and has the proviso: 
“That no Diocese is to be included in a Province without its own con- 
sent. 

Article IX, provides for Courts of Review in Ecclesiastical trials, and 
for “an ultimate Court of Appeal, solely for the review of the determin- 
ation of any Court of Review on questions of doctrine, faith, or wor- 
Ssaip. 

In Article X., treating of the use of the Prayer Book “The office of 
Institution of Ministers is included in the enumeration of the offices 
which ‘shall be in use in all the Dioceses and Missionary Districts of this 
Church.’” This seems to make the “office for the Institution of Minis- 
ters” everywhere obligatory, whereas, the former use has been for only 
sueh Dioceses to use it as may elect so to do. Does West Virginia de- 
sire this change? 

A new provision, an addenda to Article X., is that canonical provision 
may be made “for the temporary use of other forms and directories 
of worship (other than the Prayer Book of this Church) by Congrega- 
tions not in union with this Church who are willing to accept the Spir- 
itual oversight of the Bishop of the Diocese or Missionary District.” 

Thus we note the important changes in the Constitution which if 
voted for affimatively at the General Convention of 1901 will become 
the fundamental law of the Church. It is important that we consider 
earefully whether we desire them so to become, but as time fails at 
the present meeting of the Council so to do, your Committee suggest the 
postponement of the consideration of this report to the annual Council 


of 1901, and that the Committee be continued for further report.

Roller to Title A., Canon VII. sections 1 and 2, as follows: In third 
line See. 1, page 15, strike out the words “and to enter on the Journal 
thereof,” and in line 8, page 15, strike out “and said amount shall be, 
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printed in the appendix to the Journal.” Amend Sec. 2, by striking out 
all that follows the word ‘‘Council” in 8th line. 
Jno. 8. Gibson, Chairman. 


The Rev. Dr. Moore reported for the Special Committee on 
that part of the Bishop’s address relating to members of the 
Missionary Council as follows. The recommendations were 
adopted: 


REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 


The Committee, to which was refererd so much of the Bishop’s ad- 
dress as relates to the relation of the Diocese to the general work of 
the Church, deeming that other points, which might be included in the 
scope of this reference, have been settled by the action of this Council, 
has confined its attention to the Bishop's recommendation contained in 
the folowing paragraph of said address, viz: ‘I suggest that the 
elected and appointed members of the Missionary Council from this 
Diocese constitute a standing committee, which shall have under con- 
sideration the whole question of our more cordial co-operation in the 
missionary work of the Church at home and abroad and by such 
methods and agencies as may commend. themselves to their judgment, 
that they seek to stir up the wills of our people to a more determined 
and Christlike purpose and call forth their energies for a more 
faithful and self-sacrificing service.” 

Your committee is in hearty sympathy with the suggestion thus 
made and with a view to its accomplishment in some measure proposes 
the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved, That the members of the Missionary Council from this 

Diocese are hereby constituted a standing committee for the purpose 
named, they and their successors from time to time chosen to continue 
to act in the prosecution of said work. 
'2. Resolved, That the names of this Committee shall be printed in 
the Journal immediately after those of the Executive Committee of 
the Diocesan Missionary Society under the designation of “Diocesan 
Committee on Domestie and Foreign Missions.” 

3. Resolved, That this Committee shall choose one of its members to 
act as secretary and discharge the usual duties of that office. 

4. Resolved, That, in the execution of its work and as one means to 
that end, this Committee shall endeavor to arrange, with the consent 
of the Rectors of the various parishes in the Diocese, for one or more 
services in each parish during the coming year, at which some visiting 
speaker from within or without the Diocese shall present the Mission- 
ary work of the Church. 
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5. Resolved, what this Committee shall make report of its action to 
each annual Council.

ist. Your committee recommend that communicants not connected 
with some regularly organized Parish or Mission be requested to con- 
tribute to each of these funds. 

2nd. Your committee call attention to a former rule of the Council 
that these collections be made quarterly. The Treasurer makes his 
payments quarterly, therefore he should receive the money quarterly 
and promptly. 

3rd. Your committee is of opinion that the assessment should be re- 
garded, as laid upon the Parish or Mission, and, while for purposes of 
convenience, it may be divided among several churches, yet the payment 
made by the Parish or Mission should be credited upon the aggregate 
assessment laid upon it. 

4th. That these tables be placed just before the index in the Journal.

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of West Virginia, respectfully 
submits its annual report for the year ending June 1st, 1900. 

June 19, 1899.—The Committee gave consent to the Consecration of 
the Rev. Joseph Marshall Francis as Bishop of the Diocese of Indiana. 

August 1, 1899.—The Standing Committee consented to the Consecra- 
* tion of the Rev. Wm. L. Gravatt to be Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese 
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of West Virginia, and to the Consecration of the Rev. Arthur L. Wil- 
liams as Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Nebraska. At the same 
time Mr. Robert Nelson Meade was recommended as a candidate for 
Holy Orders. 

September 12, 1899.—The Rev. James L. Fish, formerly of the M. E. 
Church, and Mr. Paca Kennedy, were recommended as candidates for 


Holy Orders. 

November 14, 1899.—The Rev. Andrew J. Willis, of Nelson Parish, was 
unanimously elected a member of the Standing Committee to fill the 
place vacated by the Rev. Wm. L. Gravatt. And Mr. Thomas C. Darst 
was recommended as a candidate for Holy Orders. 

January 9, 1900.—The papers relating to the Consecration of the Rev. 
Sidney Catlin Partridge as Missionary Bishop to Kyoto were laid by to 
be acted on after further information and on 

March 13, 1900.—Consent was given to the Consecration of the said 
Rev. Sidney Catlin Partridge. Consent was also given to the Consecra- 
tion of the Rev. Robert Codman, Jr., as Bishop of the Diocese of Maine. 
And to the Consecration of the Rev. Charles P. Anderson as Bishop Co- 
adjutor of the Diocese of Chicago. At the same meeting the Commit- 
tee recommended the Rev. Guy H. Crook as a candidate for Holy Orders, 
and the Revs. Thomas E. Swan, and Charles E. Shaw were recommended 
for Ordination to the Sacred Order of Priests. 

May 8, 1900.—Mr. Edmund Jennings Lee was recommended for Ordina- 
tion to the Diaconate. Consent of the Standing Committee was also 
given for the Vestry of Trinity Church, Morgantown, to sell their old — 
church lot, a new lot having already been purchased. 

June 6, 1900.—The Committee recommended the Rev. H. B. Thomas for 
Ordination to the Sacred Order of Priests, and Mr. James L. Fish was 
granted a dispensation from the study of the Latin and Greek lan- 
guages, and other branches of learning not strictly ecclesiastical. 


SUMMARY. 


The Standing Committee at eight meetings during the year just 
ended gave consent to the Consecration of six Bishops, recommended 
six persons as candidates for Holy Orders, three for ordination to the 
Sacred Order of Priests, filled the vacancy on the Committee, granted 
one dispensation from study of Latin and Greek, and consented to sale 
of a church lot.

We care for the convicts in prison, supplying them reading matter 
and attending the condemned men on the seaffold. Work is found for 
ex-convicts and the sick ones are carefully nourished.
